Enclosed is a copy of my initial autopsy report that you requested. My 
conclusions are based on my re-autopsy findings of August 16; on my review of Dr. 

autopsy report that I received on October 22; and on the police and medical 
examiner photographs, X-rays and microscopic slides from the first autopsy, and my 
examination of Mr. Brown's clothing, all of which I saw for the first time on November 
12, the day before my Grand Jury testimony, and which I continue to review. 

I have not yet been permitted to have access to requested police crime scene 
photographs and reports, to the results of the forensic examination of the patrol car, to 
the Christian Hospital EMS report of Mr. Brown and the emergency room examination 
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of Officer Wilson, to the ballistics information, to the results of the autopsy hand swabs 
and fingernail clipping examinations, and to witness statements. 

For 25 years as medical examiner, 25 years as forensic pathologist 

for the Police, and as the forensic pathologist member of the 

Correction Commission Medical Review Board, I have been involved with the 
investigation of deaths that occur in police encounters and all deaths that occur in jails 
and prisons in The above requested information is the usual 

information obtained to be able to correlate the autopsy findings with other 
information that is necessary to permit full medical evaluation of deaths such as that of 
Mr. Brown.

The following information relates to the Saint Louis County Police Department's investigation of a homicide 
that occurred on Saturday, August 9, 2014 at approximately 12:02 p.m., near 2947 Canfield Drive, in the City 
of Ferguson, within Saint Louis County, Missouri. 

On Saturday, August 9, 2014, at approximately 12:43 p.m., Detective Sergeant of the 

Saint Louis County Police Department's Division of Criminal Investigation, Bureau of Crimes Against Persons, 
received a phone call from the Saint Louis County Police Department's Bureau of Communications. Detective 
Sergeant was notified of a homicide where an on-duty police officer from the City of Ferguson had 
discharged his firearm and shot a male. The male had been pronounced deceased at the scene by responding 
paramedics from Christian Hospital EMS. The Ferguson Police Department was requesting the Saint Louis 
County Police Department conduct an investigation into the incident. 

Accordingly, the following detectives from the Saint Louis County Police Department's Division of Criminal 
Investigation, Bureau of Crimes Against Persons, drove to the scene:

Detectives began arriving at the scene at 2947 Canfield Drive at approximately 1:30 p.m. There was a large 
crowd of bystanders and a large uniformed police presence at the scene when detectives arrived. 

As Detective and Detective were walking toward the scene, they were approached by a 

female who identified herself as:

McSpadden indicated she was the mother of the deceased victim whom she identified as:

McSpadden stated her son had been shot by a Ferguson police officer and was lying in the street. McSpadden 
provided identifying information on her son to include: 

A Mohawk style haircut 
Medium complexion 
6'4", 280lbs 

"Big Mike" tattoo on his left forearm 

The identifiers provided by McSpadden were later used for a preliminary identification of Brown. 

McSpadden was provided contact information for detectives and agreed to remain in contact during the 
course of the investigation. 

The scene near 2947 Canfield Drive had been cordoned off with yellow crime scene tape, and police officers 
from both the Ferguson Police Department and the Saint Louis County Police Department were standing at 
various points around the tape preserving the scene. There were groups of bystanders just outside the yellow 
crime scene tape at points all around the scene. Many individuals were clearly upset and were expressing 
their frustration, by at times yelling obscenities and threats, and attempting to encroach on the crime scene 
itself. 

The following detectives from the Saint Louis County Police Department's Division of Criminal Investigation, 
Bureau of Criminal Identification, Crime Scene Unit, arrived at the scene:

A full list of Ferguson police officers who responded to 
the scene for crowd control can be viewed under the associated Ferguson Police Department Report Number 

Detectives from the Bureau of Crimes Against Persons briefly spoke with Chief who directed 

detectives to speak with Sergeant the on-duty Ferguson supervisor when the incident took place. Chief 

indicated Sergeant had the most detailed knowledge of the incident. 

Detectives briefly spoke with Sergeant in order to learn the general circumstances of the incident. 

Sergeant confirmed he was the on-duty supervisor for the Ferguson Police Department and the first 

supervisor at the scene after the homicide took place. Sergeant said he drove to the scene after 

hearing over his department radio that he was being requested at the Canfield Green Apartment Complex. 

After arriving at the complex, Sergeant briefly spoke with Police Officer Darren Wilson, DSN 609, of the 

Ferguson Police Department. Sergeant provided the following information about his conversation with 
P.O. Darren Wilson. P.O. Darren Wilson indicated to him that he had been involved in a shooting and the 
subject of the shooting was now deceased. Sergeant indicated P.O. Darren Wilson had previously told 
the subject, who had been walking down the middle of Canfield Drive with another male, to get out of the 
roadway and over to the sidewalk. Sergeant indicated P.O. Darren Wilson attempted to exit his vehicle 

and contact the males. As he attempted to exit his vehicle, a struggle involving the driver's side door began 
after the subject shut the driver's side door on him. The subject would not let P.O. Darren Wilson get out of 
his vehicle. The subject began assaulting P.O. Darren Wilson through the driver's side window while P.O. 
Darren Wilson was still inside his police vehicle. The assault escalated to the point where the subject tried to 
take P.O. Darren Wilson's firearm and P.O. Darren Wilson fired at least one gunshot while inside the vehicle. 

The subject ran away from the vehicle and ran east on Canfield Drive. P.O. Darren Wilson exited his vehicle 
and gave chase on foot. During the foot chase, the subject turned around and began running toward P.O. 
Darren Wilson. P.O. Darren Wilson indicated to Sergeant that, as the subject was charging toward him, 
P.O. Darren Wilson fired his weapon to stop the subject from assaulting him further. 

Sergeant did not believe the subject displayed a gun and the whereabouts of the second male were 

unknown. 

Sergeant indicated P.O. and P.O. both of the Ferguson Police Department, were the first 

two officers to arrive at the scene after the incident took place. 



Sergeant directed P.O. Darren Wilson to leave the scene, return to the Ferguson Police Department and 
await instructions. Sergeant based this decision on upset individuals at the scene who were directing 

their anger toward P.O. Darren Wilson. 

Sergeant agreed to complete a detailed recorded interview at a later time. 

At the conclusion of the conversation with Sergeant detectives from the Bureau of Crimes Against 

Persons initiated the investigation within the crime scene. Detective was directed to document the 

scene. Detective was directed to interview P.O. Detective was directed to interview 

P.O. Detective was directed to interview P.O. Darren Wilson at the Ferguson Police 

Department. Detective was directed to interview a female who had presented herself as a witness 

to uniformed officers at the scene. 

Detective directed his attention to the scene, noting the incident took place in the 2900 block of 

Canfield Drive. The 2900 block of Canfield Drive sits within the Canfield Green Apartment Complex, a 414 unit, 
18 building complex. The complex is owned by Numerous apartment buildings made of 

framed and brick construction sit on both the north and south sides of Canfield Drive. 

The 2900 block of Canfield Drive is a two-way street of asphalt construction and sits entirely within the 
Canfield Green Apartment Complex. Within the complex, Canfield Drive runs slightly southeast and 
northwest. A double yellow line separates the two lanes of traffic. At the eastern end of the complex, the 
roadway changes names to Windward Court. Adjacent to the Canfield Green Apartment Complex, on the 
eastern end, is the Northwinds Apartment Complex. At the western end of the complex, the 3000 block of 
Canfield Drive changes to an area consisting of single family homes. Further west of the single family homes, 
is the intersection of West Florissant Avenue and Canfield Drive. 

The incident, as well as the investigation, took place during daylight hours. 

The scene encompassed the roadway between approximately 2964 Canfield Drive and the intersection of 
Canfield Drive at Coppercreek Court. 

Prior to the arrival of detectives from the Saint Louis County Police Department, several orange traffic cones 
had been placed at various locations near items of apparent evidentiary value. 

Detective first directed his attention to the middle of Canfield Drive in front of the address identified 

as 2964 Canfield Drive. A fully marked Ferguson Police Department patrol vehicle identified as: 

2013 Chevrolet Tahoe 

White in color with Ferguson Police Department Decals on both sides of the vehicle 
License Plate: City of Ferguson

was parked at an angle, primarily in the northwest traffic lane on Canfield Drive, facing north. The rear left tire 
was nearly sitting on the double yellow line. 



Detective observed all four of the doors to the vehicle were closed and all the windows in the vehicle 

were up with the exception of the driver's window. The driver's window appeared to have been shattered 
based on small pieces of glass on the ground and inside of the vehicle. The vehicle's windows were tinted with 
the exception of the front windshield and the front passenger window. The shattered front driver's window 
appeared not to have been tinted based on the shattered pieces of glass on the ground and in the vehicle. 
The exterior driver's side mirror was bent forward toward the front of the vehicle. In approximately the 
exterior upper center half of the driver's side front door was apparent human tissue. Slightly below the front 
exterior driver's side door handle, was a defect in the door, with a small bugle protruding outward. At the 
point of this bulge, a small amount of paint was missing. Detective also observed a small amount of 

apparent blood on the exterior rear driver's side door in approximately the middle of the door. This apparent 
blood was just above the vehicle's decal striping. 

On the rear window were apparent finger and hand smudge marks in dust. This was later determined to have 
been of no evidentiary value as the dirt and marks on the vehicle had been mentioned during the Ferguson 
Police Department's morning roll call. Sergeant observed the markings on the back of the car and told 

P.O. Darren Wilson to get the vehicle washed during his shift. 

The vehicle had been wrapped in yellow crime scene tape prior to detectives from the Saint Louis County 
Police Department's Bureau of Crimes Against Persons arriving at the scene. 

Detective directed his attention to the asphalt road around Ferguson patrol vehicle and 

observed the following items on the roadway: 

- A yellow/black/white bracelet was near the front driver's side tire 

- A red Saint Louis Cardinals baseball hat was upside down south of the front driver's side tire 
Broken glass was just south of the front driver's side door 

- A single spent cartridge casing head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W" was just south of the rear driver's 
side door 

- A single spent cartridge casing head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W" was along the southern curb, south 
of Ferguson Patrol vehicle 

- A brown bracelet was under the vehicle behind the front passenger side tire 

Traveling approximately southeast on Canfield Drive from Ferguson patrol vehicle in the southeast 

lane of traffic, was a "Nike" brand white and black sandal. This sandal was positioned upside down with the 
toe of the sandal facing approximately northwest. Further southeast from this sandal, also in the southeast 
lane of traffic, near the double yellow line, was the other matching sandal. This item was approximately in 
front of 2960 Canfield Drive. This second sandal was positioned right side up with the toe facing south. 

Near the intersection of Canfield Drive at Caddiefield Road, parked across the middle of Canfield Drive facing 
north, was the following fully marked Ferguson Police Department patrol vehicle:

On Caddiefield Road at Canfield Drive, parked facing in a southeast direction, was the following fully marked 
Saint Louis County Police Department patrol vehicle:

In the middle of Canfield Drive at Coppercreek Court, parked across the middle of Canfield Drive facing north, 
was the following fully marked Ferguson Police Department patrol vehicle:

White in color with Ferguson Police Department decals on both the sides of the vehicle 
License Plate: City of Ferguson

Vehicles had been positioned at their respective locations after the incident took 

place in order to aid in preserving the scene. 

Detective directed his attention to the area on Canfield Drive between the two marked Ferguson 

Police vehicles identified as . Within this area of concentration was the victim who had 

been covered with a white sheet prior to detectives from the Saint Louis County Police Department's Bureau 
of Crimes Against Persons' arrival. The victim was approximately in the center of the roadway in front of 2943 
Canfield Drive. 

During the course of the investigation, detectives from the Saint Louis County Police Department's Crime 
Scene Unit, placed orange screens around the victim. 

In the area around the victim, the following items of evidentiary value were located: 

Northwest of Ferguson patrol vehicle , in the northwest lane of traffic on Canfield Drive, were apparent 

blood droplets in the roadway. The apparent blood droplets formed a small trail on the roadway. The 
droplets extended between an area slightly west of Coppercreek Court and where the victim's body was 
located in approximately the center of the roadway. 

Continuing approximately west from the apparent blood droplets, and closer to the victim, were two spent 
cartridge casings head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W" in approximately the middle of the roadway on Canfield 
Drive. 

Approximately south of these spent cartridge casings, in the southeast lane of traffic on Canfield Drive and 
closer to the curb, were two spent cartridge casings head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W." 



Just west of these spent cartridge casings, also in the southeast lane of traffic on Canfield Drive was a spent 
cartridge casing head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W." 

South of this spent cartridge casing, in the grass area between the southeast lane of traffic on Canfield Drive 
and the sidewalk, were four spent cartridge casings head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W." 

Northeast of the victim, in the northwest lane of traffic on Canfield Drive, was an apparent projectile. 

South of the victim, in the southeast lane of traffic on Canfield Drive, just east of Caddiefield Road, was a spent 
cartridge casing head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W." 

Full details of the locations of the items, to include specific measurements, can be seen on the associated 
diagram completed by the Saint Louis County Police Department's Crime Scene Unit. 

As the scene investigation continued, there were several large groups of hostile individuals around the 
perimeter of the crime scene. The investigation of the scene was interrupted several times by death threats 
directed toward police officers and gunshots being fired by an unknown persons around the crime scene. 

Medicolegal Death Investigator of the Saint Louis County Medical Examiner's Office arrived at 

the scene at approximately 2:30 p.m. and conducted his investigation once it was safe to do so. For more 
information regarding this investigation, reference should be made to Saint Louis County Medical Examiner's 
Office Report Number 14-5143. 

During Investigator time at the scene, he removed the white sheet covering the victim. After the 

removal of the sheet, detectives took note of identifying information on the victim, which was consistent with 
the description Lesley McSpadden provided for her son, Michael Brown. 

Detective observed Brown was lying on his stomach with his head facing approximately west and his 

feet facing approximately east on Canfield Drive. Brown was wearing a light gray T-shirt, blue underwear, 
khaki shorts, a black belt, and tall yellow socks with apparent black marijuana leaves on them. 

The right side of Brown's face was resting on the roadway. Apparent blood was on the roadway near Brown's 
head and had traveled in a western direction away from Brown. Brown's left arm was partially bent at the 
elbow with his left hand near the waist of his pants with his palm up. There was nothing in his left hand. 
Brown's right arm was straight and slightly away from the lower portion of his body, in an approximately 
northeast direction. His right palm was face up. There was nothing in his right hand. 

During Investigator examination, Brown's body was moved from his stomach to his back. Detective 

observed Brown had visible injures, consistent with gunshot wounds, to the following areas of his 

body: 

Right hand 
Right arm 
Head 

Left forearm 



The specifics of those and other injuries, which were not readily visible at the scene, are fully documented in 
the post-mortem examination report. 

Investigator inventoried Brown's pockets at the scene. In his right front pocket were two five dollar 

United States Currency bills and a notepad. In his left front pocket was a red lighter and a black lighter. 

Investigator then secured brown paper bags over both of Brown's hands. 

During the examination of Brown, two individuals who only identified themselves as relatives of Brown, were 
permitted inside the crime scene tape and escorted by Captain of the Saint Louis County 

Police Department's Division of Patrol, North County Precinct. Detective Sergeant requested the two 

individuals stand outside of the tape and they complied. 

At the conclusion of investigation, representatives from Saint Louis Livery placed Brown into a secure 

transportation bag and transported Brown's body to the Saint Louis County Medical Examiner's Office, located 
at 6509 Helen Avenue Saint Louis, Missouri 63134. 

During the investigation at the scene, Detective also noted and directed his attention to the 

apartment building known and numbered as 2960 Canfield Drive. Detective observed this building's 

exterior consisted of brick and vinyl siding. On the north side of this building, was damage consistent with 
having been struck by a projectile. The damage was to the vinyl siding above the easternmost window on the 
first level. Detectives from the Saint Louis County Police Department's Crime Scene Unit attempted to extract 
a possible projectile from the building but were unable to do so due to the construction of the building and 
the significant structural damage that would have been required to remove an item. The interior of the 
building was checked and there was no penetration to the interior of the apartment. 

Detective also noted that, northwest of Ferguson Patrol vehicle , off of Canfield Drive, was a 

semi-circular roadway/parking lot, identified as Canfield Drive. In the parking lot, in front of the apartment 
buildings identified as 2973 Canfield Drive and 2969 Canfield Drive was a vehicle. This vehicle was reported to 
both Detective and Detective as having been occupied by a witness during the incident. This 

vehicle was parked facing Canfield Drive at the time of the investigation. The vehicle was fully identified as: 



Details regarding this vehicle and its occupant are documented later in this investigative report. 



No security video cameras were present within the apartment complex. While at the scene, Detective 
spoke with P.O. the Public Relations Representative for the Ferguson Police Department, who indicated 
there were no security video cameras maintained by the complex and there was not a private company 
providing security video surveillance on behalf of the complex. 

At approximately 1:45 p.m., Detective made contact with P.O. who was still at the scene. 

P.O. was dressed in full department uniform and was operating marked police vehicle for his 

shift on August 9, 2014. P.O. was scheduled to work the day shift from 6:30 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. and 

was utilizing radio call sign 

Detective asked P.O. to recall the events of the day and he agreed to do so. P.O. 

stated the shift had been "crazy," which caused many of the police units to be handling calls and activity 
outside of their regularly assigned areas. P.O. received a call for service regarding a theft from the 

Ferguson Market, located at 9101 West Florissant Avenue in Ferguson, Missouri. The description of the theft 
suspect was a black male wearing a white T-shirt and who was then walking northbound on West Florissant 
Avenue from that location. P.O. conducted a canvass of the area, but was unable to locate the 

subject. P.O. drove to the scene at the Ferguson Market and made contact with the clerk, who 

provided a more thorough description of the suspect. The clerk stated the suspect was a black male, wearing 
a red Cardinals baseball hat, a white T-shirt, khaki colored cargo shorts, and yellow socks. P.O. 
departed the Ferguson Market and responded to the Quiktrip, located at 9420 West Florissant Avenue in 
Ferguson, Missouri, continuing his canvass of the area. His inspection of Quiktrip did not locate the suspect 
and he returned to his marked patrol vehicle. 

P.O. heard P.O. Darren Wilson call out over the department radio. P.O. Darren Wilson requested an 

assist unit and provided his location. P.O. described P.O. Darren Wilson's voice to be "excited." 

Knowing P.O. Darren Wilson's location was in very close proximity to his own, P.O. activated his 

emergency lights and sirens and headed in P.O. Darren Wilson's direction. As he rounded the curve in the 
3000 block of Canfield Drive, he heard four gunshots in succession. As he drove through the curve, he had an 
unobstructed view of the street. P.O. observed a male lying on the pavement and P.O. Darren Wilson 

was standing near him, approximately three or four feet away, in the low ready position. P.O. parked 
and exited his vehicle. He approached and observed the male to be motionless and bleeding heavily. 

P.O. immediately requested the dispatcher have EMS, a supervisor, and Ferguson detectives respond 

to the scene. He directed P.O. , who arrived shortly after him, to begin taping off the crime scene and 
secure it. P.O. was immediately concerned with preserving the scene and preventing further 

incidents from occurring. 

P.O. observed P.O. Darren Wilson's uniform to be disheveled and the shirt pocket to be open. He 

further observed discoloration and swelling to the side of P.O. Darren Wilson's face and blood on his hand. 
Believing he was just involved in a "scuffle," P.O. asked him, "Are you ok?" P.O. Darren Wilson 

replied, "I'm fine." 

P.O. observed his supervisor, Sergeant arrive at the scene moments later. It was determined 

that P.O. Darren Wilson would drive himself to the Ferguson Police Station to remove himself from the scene. 



He was seated in an uninvolved, marked Ferguson police car before departing the scene for the Ferguson 
Police Department. 

P.O. began to mark potential evidence with cones and maintain the scene. 

An EMS unit which had been in the area and was leaving a call for service was flagged down. The EMS Unit 
was later determined to be Christian Hospital EMS and had recently departed a sick case at 

Glenark Drive. The EMS Unit was manned by Paramedic Paramedic touched the 

body and was unable to discover a pulse. He contacted the hospital. 

Shortly after, the EMS unit that was requested through the dispatcher arrived. Christian Hospital EMS 
manned by Paramedic and Paramedic surveyed the body and 

determined it was unnecessary to touch or alter the body. 

P.O. believed the body was covered first by a blanket by a Fire/EMS Unit and an additional blanket 

was later placed on him possibly by Sergeant and Lieutenant of the Ferguson Police 

Department. 

Detective asked P.O. if he observed anyone else in the vicinity of the immediate crime scene. 

He stated that he was unsure, as he developed "tunnel vision" after seeing P.O. Darren Wilson and the body 
lying in the street. He stated within approximately 30 seconds, many people began to come outside and 
surround the scene. 

Detective asked P.O. if it was unusual for P.O. Darren Wilson to appear disheveled in his 

uniform. P.O. stated it was very unusual as he is usually very clean and pressed, with his uniform shirt 

being straight and proper. 

Detective asked P.O. if he saw any of the altercation at all. He stated he did not, and only 

heard the shots. 

P.O. could add nothing further and the interview was concluded. 

Detective directed Detective to conduct an interview with Ferguson Police Officer who 

had responded to assist P.O. Darren Wilson. 

At approximately 1:45 p.m., Detective made contact with P.O. who was still at the scene. 

P.O. was dressed in full department uniform and was operating marked police vehicle for his 

shift on August 9, 2014. P.O. was scheduled to work the day shift from 6:30 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. and was 
utilizing radio call sign 

P.O. said prior to this incident, he had been directed by dispatch to an illegally parked vehicle. P.O. 

was traveling north on West Florissant Avenue approaching Highmont Drive when he heard a radio 
transmission from P.O. Darren Wilson to the dispatcher. P.O. recalled P.O. Darren Wilson's transmission 
was something to the effect of, "Frank 21, I'm on Canfield with two, send me another car." P.O. said 



P.O. Darren Wilson's voice was composed but sounded concerned. P.O. said he worked closely with 

P.O. Darren Wilson and he could tell by the sound of his voice that something was wrong. 

P.O. activated his emergency lights and turned his patrol vehicle around in order to travel south on 

West Florissant Avenue toward Canfield Drive. After reaching Canfield Drive, P.O. turned left, traveling 
east on Canfield Drive. P.O. said he arrived in the area at the same time as P.O. . P.O. 

said after arriving at the scene, he observed P.O. Darren Wilson's marked Ferguson patrol vehicle stopped in 
the roadway facing west. P.O. stopped his vehicle along the south curb of the roadway, and exited his 

vehicle. P.O. said as he exited his vehicle, he observed P.O. Darren Wilson standing in the roadway 

approximately 30 feet east of him. P.O. Darren Wilson had his duty weapon in his hand and was pointing it 
toward the ground. On the ground in front of P.O. Darren Wilson was an individual who was later identified as 
Michael Brown. 

P.O. said he immediately ran east toward P.O. Darren Wilson in order to assist. After reaching P.O. 

Darren Wilson's location, P.O. realized the person on the ground had been shot. P.O. said he did 

not ask P.O. Darren Wilson what happened but he assumed P.O. Darren Wilson had shot the person. P.O. 

clarified by saying he could see that P.O. Darren Wilson was visibly shaken and upset. P.O. asked 
P.O. Darren Wilson if he was okay to which he replied he was. P.O. Darren Wilson requested P.O. 
secure the scene with crime scene tape. P.O. immediately ran to his vehicle and retrieved his crime 

scene tape which he used to cordon off the area. After securing the area, P.O. again went to P.O. 

Darren Wilson and asked if he was okay. P.O. Darren Wilson said he was okay. P.O. said he then left 
P.O. Darren Wilson's side and attempted to make sure no unauthorized personnel entered the scene. 

Detective asked P.O. if he heard gunshots or any additional radio transmissions while driving to 

the scene. P.O. said he did not hear any gunshots and was unaware that anyone had been shot until he 
arrived on scene. P.O. said he was on scene quickly after hearing P.O. Darren Wilson's request for 

assistance so he did not believe P.O. Darren Wilson had an opportunity to radio for help a second time. 

P.O. advised Detective that after he and P.O. arrived on scene, P.O. responded 

to the side of P.O. Darren Wilson and remained with him while on scene. 

P.O. was unable to provide any additional information and the interview was concluded. 

Detective was directed to respond to the Ferguson Police Department located at 222 South Florissant 

Road in Ferguson, Missouri to contact P.O. Darren Wilson. 

After arriving at approximately 2:00 p.m., Detective met with Lieutenant Colonel 

of the Ferguson Police Department. Lieutenant Colonel escorted Detective to the office of the 

Ferguson Detective Bureau where he met with P.O. Darren Wilson. Also present in the room was Detective R. 
of the Ferguson Police Department and P.O. Darren Wilson's attorney, 

Initially, Detective observed P.O. Darren Wilson to be dressed in full Ferguson Police Department 

uniform with the exception of a duty belt. Detective observed several apparent injuries to P.O. Darren 

Wilson. Specifically, the left and right side of P.O. Darren Wilson's face were red and swollen. P.O. Darren 



Wilson's left ear was also red and swollen. Scratches were present to the left side of P.O. Darren Wilson's 
neck. A large abrasion was present at the base of P.O. Darren Wilson's neck. 

As Detective took note of the injuries, P.O. Darren Wilson directed Detective attention to a 

duty belt sitting on the floor, near the area of Detective desk. Detective observed the duty belt 

to be void of a firearm. P.O. Darren Wilson then directed Detective attention to a yellow evidence 

envelope sitting atop Detective desk. P.O. Darren Wilson indicated his weapon was packaged as 

evidence and secured within the envelope. 

It was then determined by Lieutenant Colonel that P.O. Darren Wilson would be conveyed to Christian 

Northwest Emergency Room for a medical evaluation. P.O. Darren Wilson removed his uniform shirt and 
draped it over a chair by Detective desk. Prior to departing the police department, Detective 

indicated he would maintain custody of P.O. Darren Wilson's duty belt, shirt, and firearm. 

P.O. Darren Wilson was conveyed by Lieutenant Colonel to Christian Northwest Hospital Emergency 

Room, located at 1225 Graham Road, Florissant, Missouri 63031, for a medical evaluation and treatment. Also 
present in the vehicle was 

Detective drove to Christian Northwest Hospital. While driving, Detective contacted Detective 

Division of Criminal Investigation, Bureau of Criminal Identification, Crime Scene Unit, 
and requested he meet them at the hospital to photograph P.O. Darren Wilson. 

After arriving at the hospital at approximately 2:15 p.m., Detective entered a trauma room and 

contacted P.O. Darren Wilson. Also present in the room was Detective Lieutenant Colonel 

and Detective photographed the visible injuries present on P.O. Darren Wilson's head, neck, 

and shoulders. 

After completing the photographs, Detective and Lieutenant Colonel departed the trauma 

room. Detective asked P.O. Darren Wilson if he would provide his account of the incident. P.O.Darren 

Wilson agreed to do so. 

P.O. Darren Wilson explained he was currently employed by the Ferguson Police Department and had been a 
police officer for five years. P.O. Darren Wilson indicated he was on-duty at the time of the incident and was 
assigned to Sector 1 and utilized radio call sign F-21. P.O. Darren Wilson's shift began at 6:30 a.m. and he was 
scheduled to end his shift at 6:30 p.m. During his tour of duty, P.O. Darren Wilson was operating fully marked 
Ferguson Police Department vehicle 

Prior to the incident taking place, P.O. Darren Wilson had just completed an unrelated radio assignment of a 
sick case. After completing the radio assignment, he drove west on Canfield Drive. While driving, P.O. Darren 
Wilson heard on his department radio, a broadcast of a stealing reported to have occurred at 9101 West 
Florissant Avenue. During the broadcast, a suspect description was provided. The suspect was described as a 
black male, wearing a black T-shirt and brown shorts. The broadcast also identified that cigarillos were taken 
during the stealing. 



P.O. Darren Wilson stated he observed two unknown subjects walking toward his location from the area of 
Canfield Drive and West Florissant Avenue. P.O. Darren Wilson described the individuals as: 

Black Male, dark complexion, approximately 5'5", thin build, short dreadlock style hair, wearing a black T-shirt. 
This individual was later identified as Dorian Johnson. Although, P.O. Darren Wilson did not know Johnson at 
the time, for clarity purposes, he will be identified as Johnson for the remainder of P.O. Darren Wilson's 
statement. 

Black Male, medium complexion, approximately 6'3", approximately 270 pounds, clean shaven, wearing red 
baseball style hat, gray shirt, khaki shorts, yellow socks. This individual was later identified as Michael Brown. 
Although, P.O. Darren Wilson did not know Brown at the time, for clarity purposes, he will be identified as 
Brown for the remainder of P.O. Darren Wilson's statement. 

P.O. Darren Wilson stopped his patrol vehicle and allowed the subjects to approach. With his window down, 
P.O. Darren Wilson stated, "Hey guys, why don't you walk on the sidewalk?" P.O. Darren Wilson indicated 
Johnson stated, "We are almost to our destination." This statement was quickly followed by Brown stating, 
"The fuck with what you say." Both subjects continued to walk past the patrol vehicle. 

P.O. Darren Wilson notified his dispatcher he would be conducting a pedestrian check on Canfield Drive and 
requested an assist officer. P.O. Darren Wilson then placed his patrol vehicle in reverse and backed up toward 
the subjects and stated, "Hey, come here." 

As P.O. Darren Wilson opened the driver's door of his patrol vehicle, the door was slammed shut by Brown. 
P.O. Darren Wilson ordered Brown to get back and then attempted to open the driver's door again. The door 
was then slammed shut again by Brown, who then placed both of his hands on the door, near the lower 
portion of the window frame, and held it shut. P.O. Darren Wilson stated he gave Brown several commands to 
get back and move away from the vehicle. 

As P.O. Darren Wilson was giving Brown commands, Brown thrust his upper body into the open window of the 
patrol vehicle. Brown immediately started punching P.O. Darren Wilson multiple times in the face and 
shoulders by "swinging wildly." P.O. Darren Wilson indicated during the initial assault, he was struck on the 
left side of his chin, chest and shoulders. P.O. Darren Wilson began attempting to deflect the strikes with both 
hands and his left arm while ordering Brown to stop. 

P.O. Darren Wilson observed Brown reach back with his left hand and give something to Johnson, stating 
"Here, take this." Brown then used his left hand to strike P.O. Darren Wilson with a closed fist on the right 
side of his face. This "stunned" P.O. Darren Wilson. P.O. Darren Wilson attempted to retrieve his department 
issued mace from his duty belt; however, due to him being in the seated position he was unable to. 
Additionally, P.O. Darren Wilson believed his collapsible baton would be ineffective due to the confined space. 

P.O. Darren Wilson indicated he felt Brown was overpowering him due to his size and position. P.O. Darren 
Wilson explained he could not escape or retreat through the passenger side of the vehicle as the radio and 
computer were situated in such a manner that prevented it. P.O. Darren Wilson created distance with Brown 
by pushing away with his left hand and then retrieved his department issued firearm with his right hand. P.O. 
Darren Wilson yelled, "Stop or I will shoot." As P.O. Darren Wilson was raising the firearm, Brown grabbed the 



top of the gun. P.O. Darren Wilson explained that Brown's hand was large enough to encompass the top of 
the slide, a large portion of the handgrips, and the trigger guard. Brown then yelled, "You're too much of a 
pussy to shoot me." 

P.O. Darren Wilson ordered Brown to "stop" and "get back". Brown did not comply. Brown then forced the 
barrel of the weapon in a downward angle, at which time P.O. Darren Wilson felt the barrel press into his left 
hip. P.O. Darren Wilson could feel the fingers of Brown's hands moving near the trigger and trigger guard of 
the firearm. Fearing that Brown was attempting to shoot him, P.O. Darren Wilson placed his left hand against 
the frame of the firearm and began to push the gun away from himself while moving his hips to the right, 
away from the gun. P.O. Darren Wilson attempted to stop the threat by discharging a round of ammunition. 
P.O. Darren Wilson was able to pull the trigger of the firearm; however, the weapon malfunctioned. P.O. 
Darren Wilson believed the misfire was due to Brown's hand preventing the weapon from functioning 
normally. 

P.O. Darren Wilson then pulled the trigger an additional time; however, the weapon again malfunctioned. 
P.O. Darren Wilson pulled the trigger again for the third time. The firearm discharged one round of 
ammunition which traveled through the driver's door. Immediately following the shot, P.O. Darren Wilson 
observed a large explosion of glass shards as the window shattered. P.O. Darren Wilson observed his hands 
were covered with apparent blood but was unsure who was injured. 

P.O. Darren Wilson stated Brown re-entered the vehicle through the driver's window. Brown struck P.O. 
Darren Wilson in the face several times with a closed fist. Brown ceased the assault and then fled east on 
Canfield Drive. 

P.O. Darren Wilson exited his patrol vehicle and notified his dispatcher that shots were fired and requested 
additional assist officers. P.O. Darren Wilson then chased Brown on foot and gave him several loud verbal 
commands to stop and get on the ground. Brown ignored the commands and continued to flee. 

As P.O. Darren Wilson was running, Brown stopped and turned around. According to P.O. Darren Wilson, 
Brown had an "intense" and "psychotic" look on his face. Brown immediately placed his right hand into the 
waistband of his pants. P.O. Darren Wilson stopped, leaving a gap of approximately 30 feet. P.O. Darren 
Wilson gave Brown a command to get on the ground. Due to the recent assault on P.O. Darren Wilson and 
Brown's action of placing his hand near his waistband, P.O. Darren Wilson still had his firearm in his hand and 
had it pointed at Brown. Brown then screamed something inaudible and began to "charge" P.O. Darren 
Wilson. P.O. Darren Wilson stated he began to back pedal with attempts to create or keep the distance 
between himself and Brown. P.O. Darren Wilson explained that he knew if Brown reached him, he would "be 
done" as Brown had already overpowered him once during the assault inside of the patrol vehicle. 

P.O. Darren Wilson continued to give Brown commands to stop; however, Brown ignored them. Once Brown 
got within approximately 15 feet of him, P.O. Darren Wilson indicated he discharged five rounds to stop the 
threat. According to P.O. Darren Wilson, this did not slow Brown down and he continued to advance. P.O. 
Darren Wilson discharged two additional rounds; however, Brown continued to advance. 



P.O. Darren Wilson stated Brown then leaned forward and appeared as if he (Brown) was attempting to 
"tackle" him. P.O. Darren Wilson then discharged one additional round to stop the threat. Brown then fell to 
the ground, ending the threat. 

P.O. Darren Wilson then notified the dispatcher and requested additional assistance and a supervisor by 
stating, "Send me every car you got and a supervisor." P.O. Darren Wilson indicated P.O. was the first 

car to respond, and he requested paramedics be dispatched to the scene. 

After the arrival of Sergeant he instructed P.O. Darren Wilson to return to the Ferguson Police 

Department. While at the station, P.O. Darren Wilson observed apparent blood on the back of his left forearm 
and the front of his right hand. P.O. Darren Wilson washed the blood from his hands. 

P.O. Darren Wilson then conducted a safety inspection of his firearm. Upon doing so, he ejected the 
magazine, which was empty. P.O. Darren Wilson then found one live cartridge of ammunition in the chamber 
of his firearm. P.O. Darren Wilson packaged the firearm in an evidence envelope and remanded custody of 
the firearm to Detective 

P.O. Darren Wilson and agreed to make themselves available at a later time to provide a formal 

recorded statement. 

This concluded the interview with P.O. Darren Wilson. 

P.O. Darren Wilson was treated by Registered Nurse and Physician's Assistant 

P.O. Darren Wilson was released from the hospital and rode with Lieutenant Colonel and his attorney 

back to the Ferguson Police Department. P.O. Darren Wilson arrived at approximately 4:30 

p.m. 

Once at the Ferguson Police Department, Detective arrived and seized the uniform worn by P.O. Darren 

Wilson. 

Detective and Detective conducted an inspection of P.O. Darren Wilson's department issued 

firearm, as well as his reserve magazines on his duty belt, which he had in his possession at the time of the 
incident. This inspection was conducted in the presence of Detective who had taken custody of the 

firearm during P.O. Darren Wilson's medical treatment. The inspection revealed both reserve magazines to be 
loaded with twelve live cartridges of .40 caliber ammunition head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W." 

Detective and Detective then inspected the contents of the Ferguson Police Department 

evidence envelope containing P.O. Darren Wilson's firearm. The contents included one empty magazine for a 
Sig Sauer P229, a single live cartridge of ammunition head stamped "FEDERAL 40 S&W," and P.O. Darren 
Wilson's firearm. The firearm was fully described as: 

Black, Sig Sauer P229 semi-automatic pistol, Ferguson Police Department emblem inscribed on the top of the 
slide, serial number 55B003794 



Detective observed a reddish substance, consistent with blood, to be present on the slide and frame of 

the firearm. 

The magazine, live cartridge of ammunition, and firearm were seized as evidence by Detective 
Reference should be made to Detective supplemental report regarding the results of his investigation. 

This concluded the investigation at the Ferguson Police Department.

They were assisted by Police Officer 

and Police Officer both of the Saint Louis County Police Department's Division 

of Patrol, assigned to the City of Jennings Detail. After arriving, detectives made contact with the evening 
manager of the business: 



Detectives asked if the business was equipped with video surveillance cameras. He stated it was. He 

led detectives to the back room of the business, where the video surveillance equipment was located, 
already knew the specific time and camera angles detectives were interested in, as he was aware of the 
incident that occurred in the store earlier that day. He immediately accessed footage from 08/09/2014 at 
11:53 a.m. He directed the detectives' attention specifically to the footage from Camera #6, which faces from 
the front door of the business toward the front counter, and Camera #7, which faces from the back wall of the 
business toward the front doors. 

Detective and Detective observed the footage which did not contain audio. According to the 

timestamp on the video, at approximately 11:53 a.m., two subjects entered the store. Detectives recognized 
one subject as Michael Brown. He was large in stature and dressed in a red Cardinals baseball cap, white T- 
shirt, khaki shorts, tall yellow socks, and sandals. The second subject was much shorter and thinner. He had 
shoulder length dreadlocks and was wearing a black T-shirt and shorts. This individual was later identified as 
Dorian Johnson. Although detectives did not know Johnson at the time, for clarity purposes, he will be 
identified as Johnson throughout the description of the video. 

In the video, Brown walked directly to the front counter and reached behind the counter, out of view. He 
pulled his hand back and was holding what employees later identified as a box of cigarillos. He handed the 
item to Johnson and reached a second time behind the counter. He pulled an additional item out, which 
employees later identified as a smaller packet of cigarillos. In doing so, it appeared as if Brown got into a 
verbal dispute with the employee behind the counter. At that time, Johnson reached around Brown and 
placed the first box back on the counter. The employee stepped around the counter. The verbal dispute 
appeared to continue between the employee and Brown. The employee stood in the path of Brown and 
Johnson at the front doors of the business. Brown approached the employee and shoved him to the side, 



causing him to stumble into a nearby shelf of products. Brown and Johnson then exited the business at 
approximately 11:54 a.m., with Brown still in possession of the second item taken from behind the counter.

The following information documents the Saint Louis County Police Department's investigative activities on 
Sunday, August 10, 2014. 

At approximately 7:40 a.m., Detective attended the post-mortem examination of Brown at the Saint 

Louis County Medical Examiner's Office, located at 6039 Helen Avenue in Berkeley, Missouri 63134. Doctor 
performed the examination. 

Detective and Detective were present for the post-mortem examination and conducted their 
investigation. See Detective supplemental report for additional details. 

Before the examination began, Detective observed Brown lying on his back on an examination table. 

He was wearing a gray short sleeve T-shirt, khaki shorts with a black belt over blue underwear and yellow 
socks with the outline of marijuana leaves on them. He had brown paper bags covering his hands and an 
identification bracelet on his ankle. 

Brown had the tattoo "Big Mike" on his right forearm, "Dre" on his left forearm, and "Kelle" on his upper right 
arm. 

During the external examination, Doctor noted injuries consistent with gunshot wounds to the 

following areas on Brown's body:

Right side of chest 

Right side of chest near the armpit

Doctor said the injury to the right thumb had a dark discoloration in and around the injury.

She said the black male ran toward the back of the police 
car. The officer exited the driver's door nd ran toward the subject with his gun drawn and at his side. She 
could hear the officer yell, "Down, Down I" The subject stopped and turned toward the officer. He put his 
hands in the air for approximately 1-2 seconds. He dropped his arms and ran toward the officer. She said 
the officer took a step to the side and shot at the subject. She said the subject kept coming toward the officer 
and began to fall and stumble. She said the officer stopped shooting at the subject once he fell to the ground 
on his stomach.

In the event there is a discrepancy between the audio recording and the transcript; reference should be made 
to the seized CD-R containing the audio recordings. For the contents of tracks 323 through 342 and 386 
through 870, the associated CD containing the audio recordings should be referenced. 

During a review of the audio, it was discovered several of the times associated with the audio tracks appeared 
to be incorrect. Specifically, on the CD provided by the Ferguson Police Department, audio track 386 with an 
associated time of 12:26:57, documented the Ferguson Police Department's request for assistance with crowd 
control. This radio traffic was communicated to the Saint Louis County Police Department via the Point-To- 
Point radio channel. According to audio from the Saint Louis County Police Department's Bureau of 
Communications, the same transmission started at 12:07:20. Based on these times, it appeared the time 
associated with the Ferguson Police Department's radio system was running approximately 19 minutes and 37 
seconds fast. 

Detective later spoke by phone with Sergeant and Disptacher of the 

Ferugson Police Department. 

Sergeant and Dispatcher both confirmed there was a known issue wiith the radio system and 

it was in fact fast. They confirmed 19 minutes and 37 seconds would be a realistic time the system would be 
fast. 

Detective also discussed with Sergeant and Dispatcher the Ferguson Police 

Department's Computer Automated Dispatching (CAD) system, which they referred to as ITI. Sergeant 
and Dispatcher indicated the CAD system maintained an accurate time. 

According to the Ferguson Police Department's CAD system, Event Report Number 2014-029062, was opened 
after P.O. Darren Wilson initially called out on Canfield Drive. This event was documented on audio track 
number 369. This event was opened in the CAD system at 12:01:50 according to the Event Report timestamp. 
Based on the time of 12:01:50 assocaited with the creation of the Event Report and the time of 12:21:05 
associated with audio track 369, it appeared the time associated with the Ferguson Police Department's radio 
system was running approximately 19 minutes and 15 seconds fast. 

Detective also discussed with Sergeant and Dispatcher the 911 system. They each 

indicated the 911 system time can drift and therefore be inaccurate. They reiterated the times on the Event 
Reports would be the accurate times. 

During the course of a several day period which concluded on August 28, 2014, Detective Detective 

and Detective of the Saint Louis County Police Department's Division of 

Criminal Investigation, reviewed copies of previously seized security camera footage from various businesses 
located in Ferguson, Missouri. The footage review was in an effort to locate any possible pertinent 
information related to the investigation. 

Although it cannot be said with certainty, the individuals noted with the below timestamps appeared to match 
the description of Dorian Johnson and/or Michael Brown.

9 pointed south toward West Florissant Avenue and captured pedestrian and vehicle traffic along West 
Florissant Avenue.

Based on the footage, the male enters the business just 
prior to Brown and Johnson and exited within seconds prior to Brown and Johnson. This male did not appear 
to be with Brown and Johnson; he appeared to be a customer who most likely witnessed the events that 
occurred inside. The white Monte Carlo leaves the parking lot at approximately 11:54:28. 

In addition, a male employee of the business could be seen exiting the business at approximately 11:54:14 
a.m. 

Nothing further of immediate evidentiary value was identified from this footage. 

A disc labeled Cam 02 parking lot, identified as footage from an exterior CCTV camera, capturing an alternate 
angle of the apparent front parking lot of the Ferguson Market was reviewed. 

This disc contained 11 still images and moving footage consistent with the above summary of Cam 01. 
Nothing further of immediate evidentiary value was identified from this footage. 

A disc labeled Cam 03 side lot, identified as footage from an exterior CCTV camera, capturing an alternate 
angle of the apparent side parking lot of the Ferguson Market was reviewed.

At approximately 1:13:28 a.m., a male arrived as a backseat passenger in a dark colored passenger vehicle. 
The camera view eventually captured his exit from the store at approximately 1:16:35. 

Camera 2 depicted the same footage as the Camera 1 view from a different angle of the parking lot. 

Camera 6 depicted the front entrance and entry of the business interior. Brown enters and exits the front 
doors as reported on Camera 1. 

Camera 7 depicted the store interior to include the rear drink cooler and register from the customer side. The 
male proceeds to the beverage cooler, selected unknown items and proceeded to the register. The male 
remains at the counter and eventually leaves the area of the registers with no merchandise. The male 
departed the store at approximately 1:16:35 a.m. 

Camera 11 depicted a male from a vantage point behind the registers looking out toward the customer. 

Disc IB contained all pertinent footage captured as described above involving the incident while two males 
were inside and outside of the Ferguson Market.

External Examination: The body is clothed in a pair of yellow socks with black leafs, brown shorts 
with pockets, blue underwear, a gray short sleeved t-shirt (with defects), and a black cloth belt. The 
appearance of age is approximately as stated. The body weight is 289 pounds and the body length is 77 
inches. The state of preservation is good in this unembalmed body. Rigor mortis is well developed. The body 
is heavier than ideal weight base upon height (BMI 34.2 kg/m 2 ). Lividity is difficult to access due to natural 
skin pigmentation. There is no peripheral edema present. Personal hygiene is good. No unusual odor is 
detected as the body is examined. There is no abnormal skin pigmentation present. There is no external 
lymphadenopathy present. The hair is black. This represents the apparent natural color. The hair is worn short 
to medium length. There is a goatee present on the face. The body hair is of normal male distribution. The 
pupil of the left eye is round, regular, equal and dilated. The scleral and conjunctival surfaces of the left eye 
are unremarkable. The right eye cannot be accessed due to an acute traumatic injury (gunshot wound). The 
iris of the left eye is brown. The teeth are in a fair state of repair. The gums are normal in appearance. The 
oral cavity is normal in appearance. There are no injuries of the tongue. The nose is symmetrical and bloody 
fluid is present within the air passages. The external ears are normal in appearance and without injury. The 
neck is symmetrical and without masses or unusual mobility. The male breasts are normal in appearance. The 
abdomen is slightly protuberant with the presence of stretch marks. Prior to the acute injury of the chest, the 
chest and back were symmetrical with normal conformation. Prior to the acute injuries of the right arm, the 
upper and lower extremities were symmetrical throughout. The hands are covered with brown paper bags. 
There is a scar present near the left chest that measures 0.2 cm in greatest dimension. There is a scar present 
near the right upper abdomen that measures 0.5 cm in greatest dimension. There is a scar present near the 
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elbow joint of the right arm that measures 1.0 cm in greatest dimension. There is a scar present near the right 
thigh that measures 0.3 cm in greatest dimension. There is a scar present near the right knee that measures 1.0 
cm in greatest dimension. There are scattered scars present near the left knee that range in size from 0.5- 1.0 
cm in greatest dimension. There are two scars present near the lower left leg that range in size from 0.2- 4.0 
cm in greatest dimension. There are tattoos present on the body: right shoulder ("Kelle") right forearm ("Big 
Mike") and left forearm ("Dre"). The acute gunshot injuries of the right arm , chest and head are described 
below. The injuries of the external body surfaces are described below. 

Injuries: There is a gunshot entrance wound of the vertex of the scalp. There is a gunshot entrance 
wound of the central forehead. There is a gunshot exit wound of the right jaw. There is a gunshot entrance 
wound of the upper right chest. There is a gunshot entrance wound of the lateral right chest. There is a 
gunshot entrance wound of the upper ventral right arm. There is a gunshot exit wound of the upper dorsal 
right arm. There is a gunshot entrance wound of the dorsal right forearm. There is a gunshot exit wound of the 
medial ventral right forearm. There is a tangential (graze) gunshot wound of the right bicep. There is a 
tangential (graze) gunshot wound near the ventral surface of the right thumb. There is a gunshot related defect 
present near the right eyebrow that measures 4.0 x 2.0 cm. There is a gunshot related defect present near the 
right eyelid that measures 3.0 x 1.0 cm. There is an abrasion present near the right forehead that measures 7.0 
cm in greatest dimension. There is a dried abrasion present near the lateral right face that measures 3.5 cm in 
greatest dimension. There is an abrasion present near the upper right cheek that measures 3.0 cm in greatest 
dimension. There are scattered abrasions present near the lateral right surface of the lower lip that range in 
size from 0.1-0.2 cm in greatest dimension. There is an abrasion present near the upper right chest that 
measures 2.5 cm in greatest dimension. There is an area of abrasions present near the right hip that measures 
1.0 x 0.2 cm. There is a dried abrasion present near the left thumb that measures 0.2 cm in greatest dimension. 
There is an abrasion present near the dorsal surface of the left wrist that measures 2.0 x 1.5 cm. There is a 
focal area of discoloration present near the dorsal surface of the 5 th left finger that measures 0.2 cm in greatest 
dimension. There is a linear abrasion present near the ventral surface of the left forearm that measures 3.5 cm 
in greatest dimension. There are scattered post mortem abrasions present on the hands. 

Detailed Description of Specified Injuries: 

# 1. There is a gunshot entrance wound of the vertex of the scalp. This wound is located 20.0 cm above the 
level of the right external auditory meatus and near midline of the vertex of the head. The hole measures 10 
mm x 8 mm. It is round with level edges. The edges focally show an abrasion ring measuring up to 1 mm in 
greatest dimension and is most prominent near the superior edge of the wound. No powder stipple is 
identified. No soot is identified. The wound track shows deeper hemorrhage. A bullet, seen on x-rays, is 
found within the soft tissue of the right face and is recovered and submitted as evidence. There is internal 
beveling of the defect in the parietal bone of the skull. Evaluation of this wound indicates that it is an entrance 
wound. The path of this shot is downward and rightward. The track of this bullet has been traced to pass via 
the scalp, soft tissue, parietal bone of the skull, right parietal lobe of the brain, right temporal lobe of the brain, 
right temporal bone of the skull to rest within the soft tissue of the lateral right face. Passage of the bullet 
through the head created fractures of the calvarial and basilar bones of the skull. Pneumocephalus is present 
(confirmed on post-mortem x-ray examination). Subdural and subarachnoid hemorrhage is present on the 
convexities of the brain. There are small, punctate contusions present within the white matter of the brain near 
the path of the gunshot injury. The gunshot injury path, through the brain, is approximately 12 cm in length. 

# 2. There is a gunshot entrance wound of the central forehead. This wound is located 7.0 cm above the 
level of the right external auditory meatus and 2.0 cm right of the anterior midline of the head. The hole 
measures 15 mm x 10 mm. It is oval with slightly inverted edges. The edges show an abrasion ring 
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measuring up to 3 mm in greatest dimension and is most prominent near the superior edge of the wound. No 
powder stipple is identified. No soot is identified. The wound track shows deeper hemorrhage. X-rays show 
small bullet fragments associated with this wound however due to their small size they are not recovered as 
evidence. This wound pairs with the wound of the right jaw described immediately below which is an exit 
wound. The path of the shot is downward, slightly backward and rightward. The track of this bullet has been 
traced to pass via the skin, soft tissue, right eye, inferior right orbital bone, soft tissue of the face to exit the 
skin of the right jaw. Passage of the bullet through the head/face created fractures of the facial bones. There 
are irregular, gunshot related defects associated with the passage of the bullet through the head/face that are 
present near the right eyelid and right eyebrow. The dimensions of these gunshot related defects have already 
been described above. 

# 3. There is a gunshot exit wound of the right jaw. This wound is located 5.5 cm below the level of the 
right external auditory meatus 1 1.0 cm right of the anterior midline of the head. The hole measures 15 mm x 9 
mm. It is irregular with clean edges. Evaluation of this wound indicates that it is an exit wound. This wound 
pairs with the wound of the central forehead described immediately above which is an entrance wound. 

# 4. There is a gunshot entrance wound of the upper right chest. This wound is located 16.0 cm below the 
level of the right external auditory meatus and 9.0 cm right of the anterior midline of the chest. The hole 
measures 15 mm x 10 mm. It is oval with level edges. Edges show an abrasion ring measuring up to 2 mm 
in greatest dimension and is most prominent near the superior/inferior borders of the wound. No powder 
stipple is identified. No soot is identified. The wound track shows deeper hemorrhage. A bullet, seen on x- 
rays, is found within the soft tissue of the right chest and is recovered and submitted as evidence. Evaluation 
of this wound indicates that it is an entrance wound. The path of this shot is slightly downward and backward. 
The track of this bullet has been traced to pass via the skin, soft tissue, right clavicle, upper lobe of the right 
lung, to rest near the soft tissue of the posterior 3 rd nght intercostal space. The passage of the bullet through the 
upper lobe of the right lung created a 2 cm defect. 

# 5. There is a gunshot entrance wound of the lateral right chest. This wound is located 20.0 cm below the 
level of the right external auditory meatus and 22.0 cm right of the anterior midline of the chest. The hole 
measures 12 mm x 12 mm. It is round. The edges show an abrasion ring measuring up to 1 mm in greatest 
dimension and is most prominent near the lateral edges of the wound. No powder stipple is identified. No 
soot is identified. The wound track shows deeper hemorrhage. A bullet, seen on x-rays, is found within the 
soft tissue of the lateral right back and is recovered and submitted as evidence. Evaluation of this wound 
indicates that it is an entrance wound. The path of this shot is downward and backward. The track of this 
bullet has been traced to have passed via the skin, soft tissue, and 8th right rib to rest within the soft tissue of 
the lateral right back. The passage of the bullet near/through the 8 th right rib created a fracture of the same and 
subsequently created a boney defect that punctured the lower lobe of the right lung. The puncture wound 
within the lower lobe of the right lung measures 0.5 cm in greatest dimension. 

# 6. There is gunshot entrance wound of the upper ventral right arm. This wound is located 20.0 cm below 
the level of the right shoulder and 1.0 cm right of the anterior midline of the upper right arm. The hole 
measures 10 mm x 10 mm. It is oval. The edges do not definitively show an abrasion ring. There is a focal 
area of contusion found around the wound edge that measures up to 1 mm in greatest dimension. No powder 
stipple is identified. No soot is identified. The wound track shows deeper hemorrhage. X-rays show no lead 
or bullet fragments associated with this wound. This wound pairs with the wound of the upper dorsal right arm 
described immediately below which is an exit wound. Evaluation of this wound indicates that it is an entrance 
wound. The path of this shot is slightly upward, backward and leftward. The track of this bullet has been 
traced to pass via the skin, soft tissue to exit the skin of the upper dorsal right arm. 
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# 7. There is gunshot exit wound of the upper dorsal right arm. This wound is located 19.0 cm below the 
level of the right shoulder and 7.0 cm left of the posterior midline of the right upper arm. The hole measures 
18 mm x 10 mm. It is elongated with clean edges. Evaluation of this wound indicates that it is an exit wound. 
This wound pairs with the wound of the upper ventral right arm described immediately above which is an 
entrance wound. 

# 8. There is a gunshot entrance wound of the dorsal right forearm. This wound is located 16.0 cm below 
the level of the right elbow and 2.0 cm right of the posterior midline of the right forearm. The hole measures 
1 1 mm x 10 mm. It is oval with slightly inverted edges. The edges show an abrasion ring measuring up to 1 
mm in greatest dimension and is most prominent near the lateral edge of the wound. No soot is identified. No 
powder stipple is identified. The wound track show deeper hemorrhage. X-rays show small bullet fragments 
associated with this wound however due to their small size they are not recovered and submitted as evidence. 
Evaluation of this wound indicates that it is an entrance wound. This wound pairs with the wound of the 
medial ventral right forearm described immediately below which is an exit wound. The path of this shot is 
slightly upward, forward and leftward. The track of this bullet has been traced to have passed via the skin, soft 
tissue, right ulna, soft tissue, to exit the ventral medial right forearm. Passage of the bullet through the right 
ulna created a fracture of the same. 

# 9. There is a gunshot exit wound of the medial ventral right forearm. This wound is located 15.0 cm below 
the level of the right elbow and 5.0 cm to the left of the anterior midline of the right forearm. The hole 
measures 20 mm x 20 mm. It is irregular with clean edges. There is slight extrusion of soft tissue from the 
wound edge. Evaluation of this wound indicates that it is an exit wound. This wound pairs with the wound of 
the dorsal right forearm described immediately above which is an entrance wound. 

# 10. There is a tangential (graze) gunshot wound of the right bicep. This wound is located 6.0 cm above the 
level of the right elbow and 2.0 cm left of the anterior midline of the upper right arm. The wound measures 
3.0 x 1.0 cm. It is oriented, approximately, in a 9 o'clock to 3 o'clock position. It is flat/shallow in depth and 
elongated in shape. The edges are dried and discolored. No powder stipple is identified. The exact directional 
path of the gunshot wound cannot be easily determined. 

#11. There is a tangential (graze) gunshot wound near the ventral surface of the right thumb. This wound is 
located 5.0 cm below the level of the right wrist and 4.0 cm right of the ventral midline of the right hand. The 
wound measures 5.0 x 2.0 cm. It is oriented, approximately, in a 12 o'clock to 6 o'clock position. It is 
elongated with dried edges and associated with skin tags. The skin tags point towards the tip of the right 
thumb. The path of the track is upwards. No powder stipple is identified. There is a focal area of 
discoloration near the ventral surface of the base of the right thumb. 

Body Cavities: The body is opened with the usual Y-shaped thoracoabdominal and bitemporal scalp incisions. 
The anterior thoracic musculature and subcutaneous region show hemorrhage to match the previously 
described gunshot wounds. The peritoneal cavity shows no abnormalities. The left pleural cavity is 
unremarkable. The right pleural cavity contains 400 ml of blood. The retroperitoneum is unremarkable. The 
pericardial cavity is not remarkable. 

Neck Organs: The soft tissue of the neck is free of hemorrhage. The hyoid bone is intact and is 
cartilaginous. The glottis, laryngeal and tracheal airways are patent and contain patchy areas of hemorrhage. 
The larynx is normal and the larynx is well cartilaginous. The thyroid gland is pale in appearance. The 
parathyroids are not identified. 
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Mediastinum: There is a residual amount of fatty thymic tissue present that is white tan and weighs 10 
gm. The mediastinum is normal in appearance. 

Heart: The heart weighs 400 gm. The left ventricular wall thickness measures 1.4 cm and the right 
ventricular wall thickness measures 0.3 cm. The surface of the heart is smooth, glistening and transparent. 
The wall is of normal consistency. There is a normal amount of subepicardial fat tissue present. The size and 
contours of the heart are normal. The endocardium, cardiac valves and chambers are not remarkable. The 
coronary arteries are thin-walled and of normal diameter throughout. The cut surface of the myocardium is a 
pale reddish brown color. 

Vascular System: The aorta and arterial system are not remarkable. The systemic veins are normal in 
appearance. 

Lungs: The acute injury of the right lung has already been described above. The lungs together weigh 
600 gm. The lung surface is gray-brown and red. The lung tissue throughout is spongy and crepitant. The 
air passages are lined by smooth, pink mucosa and focally contain patchy areas of blood. The cut surfaces of 
the lungs show areas of intraparyenchymal hemorrhage present near the previously described areas of gunshot 
injury and rib fracture. The remaining areas of pulmonary parenchyma are unremarkable. The pulmonary 
artery and veins are free of emboli and thrombi. 

Liver: The liver weighs 1250 gm. It is pale red-brown and of normal consistency. The cut surface of 
the liver is normal except for the pale color of the liver parenchyma. 

Biliary Tract: The gallbladder and biliary tract are normal and free of stones. 

Pancreas: The pancreas is normal in consistency and in appearance. 

Gastrointestinal Tract: The entire gastrointestinal tract is examined and found normal. The stomach 
contains scant gastric contents. There are focal areas of hyperemia present on the mucosal surface of the 
stomach. 

Spleen: The spleen weighs 150 gm and is normal on the surface and cut section. 
Lymphatic System: The lymph nodes are normal in size and appearance. 
Bone Marrow: The bone marrow is normal. 

Adrenals: The adrenals are well supplied with lipoid material and are free of hemorrhage, 
inflammation, and primary and secondary neoplasm. The medullary portions are not remarkable. 

Kidneys: The kidneys appear grossly of normal configuration and together weigh 300 gm. The cortex 
measures 0.7 cm in thickness. The renal capsules strip with ease to reveal a normally smooth surface. The 
surface is a pale reddish brown color. There is a small simple cyst within the medullary region of the left 
kidney that measures 1.0 cm in greatest dimension. The cysts contain brownish colored fluid. The remaining 
areas of the kidney parenchyma show no abnormalities. The papilla and ureters are not remarkable. 

Bladder: The bladder contains 40 ml of yellow urine. The wall is entirely normal. 
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Male Genital System: There is foreskin present near the head of the penis. The remaining male 
genitalia system is unremarkable. 

Cranial Cavity: The acute gunshot injuries of the head have already been described above. The 
reflected scalp shows hemorrhage to match the previously described gunshot wounds. The gunshot related 
fractures of the calvarium and bones at the base of the skull have already been described above. The dura 
mater is normal in appearance except for the previously described gunshot. The weight of the unfixed brain 
is 1350 gm. The areas of subarachnoid hemorrhage and subdural hemorrhage present within the intracranial 
cavity have already been described above. Cut sections reveal that prior to the acute injury there were 
essentially normal structures throughout. The focal, punctate contusions present within the white matter have 
already been described above. The cerebrovasculature is free of atherosclerosis. The pituitary gland is grossly 
normal. The pineal gland is not identified. 

Spinal Cord: The upper spinal cord as viewed from the cranial cavity is not remarkable. 

Special Studies/Specimens Obtained: Urine, vitreous humor, chest blood, liver and brain are sent for 
toxicology. The previously described recovered bullets, blood stain card, fingernail clippings, fingernail 
scrapings, fingernail clippers, swabs of the hands, clothing and leafy green substance are submitted to the St. 
Louis County Police Department as evidence. 

Comment: The histology examination will be issued as a supplemental report. 

Tissue fragment: Sections of the tissue fragment from the exterior surface of the police officer's motor 
vehicle are consistent with a fragment of skin overlying soft (connective) tissue. There are features of 
desiccation/drying artifact present within the soft tissue. There is a granular present. Focally lightly 
pigmented keratinocytes are present within the basal layer of the stratified squamous epithelium.

Microscopic Slide Examination: 

Skin and Muscle: Sections of the tissue from the right hand show multiple fragments of skin 
and a single fragment of skeletal muscle. There is darkly pigmented foreign particulate matter 
present on the superficial surface of the stratum corneum and also embedded within the stratum 
corneum of the skin fragments. A mixture of pigmented and non- pigmented foreign particulate 
matter is present focally within the dermis of some of the skin tissue fragments and within the 
skeletal muscle tissue fragment. Some of non -pigmented particulate matter is polarizable. The 
previously described particles of foreign particulate matter are consistent with products that are 
discharged from the barrel of a firearm.

Microscopic Slide Examination: 

Tissue fragment: Sections of the tissue fragment from the "exterior surface of the police 
officer's motor vehicle" are consistent with a fragment of skin overlying soft (connective) 
tissue. There are features of desiccation/drying artifact present within the soft tissue. There is 
a granular layer present within the upper layer of stratified squamous epithelium. Focally, 
lightly pigmented keratinocytes are present within the basal layer of the stratified squamous 
epithelium.

Narrative Report of Investigation 

At 1 330 hours I was contacted by Sergeant of the St. Louis County 

Police Department as he requested that I respond to for the Officer Involved shooting 

of Mr. MICHAEL BROWN, black male age of 18 years. The deceased mother was on the scene. The 
deceased was properly conveyed to this facility for examination by Dr. 

The deceased was properly conveyed in a white body bag which was secured with U-line lock 
# 0867377. 

I arrived on the scene at approximately 1430 hours which was located in the Canfield 
Apartments. There I was met by numerous officers of the St. Louis County Police Department and 
they directed my attention to the deceased who was located in the middle of the roadway with his 
head pointed west and his feet east. The deceased had been covered with several white sheets. 

The deceased was lying in the prone position. His right arm was slightly extended away from 
his side. His left arm was next to his side his lower arm was beneath his abdomen and his hand was 
near the waist band of his shorts. He was clothed in a pair of yellow socks, tan shorts blue 
underwear and a gray t-shirt. The deceased shoes, (flip flops) were west of the deceased lying in the 
roadway. A red baseball cap was near the police vehicle. 

The deceased was cool to the touch. Rigor mortis was slightly felt in his extremities. 

The deceased body sustained multiple gunshot wounds; three (3) wound to his head, one 
wound was to the top of his head, right eye and right central forehead area. There were two (2) 
wounds to his chest, one wound to his upper right chest near his neck and the other was just right of 
his breast. Three (3) wounds to his right arm, one wound in his upper right arm, middle of the arm 
and one to his forearm. One (1 ) wound to the inside of his right hand near his thumb and palm. 

The deceased had abrasions to the right side of his face and on the back of his left hand. 

The deceased hands were bagged with paper bags to save any trace evidence. 
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It was reported that the deceased mother, Ms. was on the scene and 

identified the deceased and she described a tattoo which read Big M I K E on his right forearm. It 
was unknown at the time if she visual identified the deceased or only described the tattoo. I did 
observed the tattoo on his right arm. 

Det. of the St. Louis County Police Department provided the following 

preliminary investigative details: The deceased and another individual were walking down the middle 
of the Canfield. Officer D. WILSON DSN-609, of the Ferguson Police Department observed the two 
individuals, he requested that they get out of the roadway. 

The deceased became belligerent towards Officer WILSON. As Officer WILSON attempted to 
exit out of his patrol vehicle the deceased pushed his door shut and began to struggle with Officer 
WILSON, during the struggle the Officers weapon was un-holstered. The weapon discharged during 
the struggle. 

The deceased then ran down the roadway. Officer WILSON then began to chase the 
deceased. As he was giving chase to the deceased, the deceased turned around and ran towards 
Officer WILSON. Officer WILSON had his service weapon drawn, as the deceased began to run 
towards him, he discharged his service weapon several times. 

As this is preliminary information it was not known in which order or how many time the officer 
fired his weapon during the confrontation. 

The St. Louis County Police Department was requested to investigate and process the scene. 

Dr. was made aware of the above circumstances and elected to have the forensic 

examination at 0800 hours on 8-10-2014. The St. Louis County Police were made aware of the time. 

Any additional information will follow in the usual supplemental manner.

Contusion is the medical term for a bruise, 
being struck in the face. 



A facial contusion can be caused by a fall or by 



The skin, muscles and other soft tissues of the face may become swollen and painful. You may 
have other injuries, like cuts or scrapes. The bones under your face might be bruised. 

The doctor does not believe you have injured essential organs, like your eyes, brain or spine. 

Apply ice to the face to help with pain and swelling. Place some ice cubes in a re-sealable 
plastic bag (like Ziploc). Add some water. Seal the bag. Put a thin washcloth between the bag 
and the skin. Apply the ice bag for at least 20 minutes. Do this at least 4 times per day. It's 
okay to apply ice longer or more often. NEVER APPLY ICE DIRECTLY TO THE SKIN. Always 
keep a washcloth between the ice pack and your body. Swelling may increase overnight when 
your head is down and gravity causes fluids to pool in your face. This should improve within a 
few hours after you are awake with your head up. Try sleeping with extra pillows to keep your 
head high. 

Use Acetaminophen (Tylenol) or Ibuprofen (Advil or Motrin) to decrease pain and inflammation. 
The physician will decide if you need a prescription medication. 

If your nose bleeds, pinch it closed for 15 minutes. If that does not stop the bleeding, then 
return here or to the closest Emergency Department. 

If you have a cut that requires stitches, then you will receive additional wound care instructions. 

One concern after a facial injury is the possibility of other injuries to the head or neck. The 
doctor has determined that you do not have any other serious injuries and that it is safe for you 
to go home. If you develop symptoms of a head or neck injury, return immediately to the 
nearest Emergency Department. 

YOU SHOULD SEEK MEDICAL ATTENTION IMMEDIATELY, EITHER HERE OR AT THE 
NEAREST EMERGENCY DEPARTMENT, IF ANY OF THE FOLLOWING OCCURS: 

• Your headaches are severe or become worse. 

• You vomit repeatedly. 

• You are lethargic or difficult to awaken or you feel confused or seem intoxicated (drunk). 

• You have trouble with coordination or balance, feel dizzy, pass out, or have difficulty 
speaking or slurred speech. 

• Your vision changes or your pupils are unequal in size.

Contusion is the medical term for a bruise. A facial contusion can be caused by a fall or by 
being struck in the face. 

The skin, muscles and other soft tissues of the face may become swollen and painful. You may 
have other injuries, like cuts or scrapes. The bones under your face might be bruised. 

The doctor does not believe you have injured essential organs, like your eyes, brain or spine. 

Apply ice to the face to help with pain and swelling. Place some ice cubes in a re-sealable 
plastic bag (like Ziploc). Add some water. Seal the bag. Put a thin washcloth between the bag 
and the skin. Apply the ice bag for at least 20 minutes. Do this at least 4 times per day. It's 
okay to apply ice longer or more often. NEVER APPLY ICE DIRECTLY TO THE SKIN. Always 
keep a washcloth between the ice pack and your body. Swelling may increase overnight when 
your head is down and gravity causes fluids to pool in your face. This should improve within a 
few hours after you are awake with your head up. Try sleeping with extra pillows to keep your 
head high. 

Use Acetaminophen (Tylenol) or Ibuprofen (Advil or Motrin) to decrease pain and inflammation. 
The physician will decide if you need a prescription medication. 

If your nose bleeds, pinch it closed for 15 minutes. If that does not stop the bleeding, then 
return here or to the closest Emergency Department. 

If you have a cut that requires stitches, then you will receive additional wound care instructions. 

One concern after a facial injury is the possibility of other injuries to the head or neck. The 
doctor has determined that you do not have any other serious injuries and that it is safe for you 
to go home. If you develop symptoms of a head or neck injury, return immediately to the 
nearest Emergency Department. 

YOU SHOULD SEEK MEDICAL ATTENTION IMMEDIATELY, EITHER HERE OR AT THE 
NEAREST EMERGENCY DEPARTMENT, IF ANY OF THE FOLLOWING OCCURS: 

• Your headaches are severe or become worse, 
t You vomit repeatedly.

Amplification of extracted DNA from the above evidence was performed using the Polymerase Chain Reaction 
(PCR) and profiled at the following STR loci (locus abbreviations used in this report are noted in parenthesis): 
D3S1358 (D3), vWA, D16S539 (D16), CSF1PO (CSF), TPOX, D8S1179 (D8), D21S11 (D21), D18S51 (D18), 
D2S441, D19S433 (D19), TH01, FGA, D22S1045(D22), D5S818 (D5), D13S317 (D13), D7S820 (D7), SE33, 
D10S1248 (D10), D1S1656 (D1), D12S391 (D12), D2S1338, DYS391 (STR locus on the Y male chromosome), Y 
indel (a Y insertion/deletion locus), and the sex-determining marker, Amelogenin.

This profile can be separated into a major component profile consistent with Michael Brown and 
one or more trace contributors. Due to the limited genetic information available from the trace component of the 
mixture, no inciusionary statements will be made regarding the trace component. P.O. Wilson is excluded as a 
contributor to this mixture profile. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q2-1 (Michael Brown's shorts) are consistent with being a mixture of three or 
more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major component profile consistent with Michael Brown and 
two or more trace contributors. Due to the limited genetic information available from the trace component of the 
mixture, no inciusionary statements will be made regarding the trace component. P.O. Wilson is excluded as a 
contributor to this mixture profile. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q5 (palm of Michael Brown's left hand, RBS) are consistent with being a 
mixture of two or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major component profile consistent with 
Michael Brown and a minor contributor. One additional allele indicates a possible trace contributor. Due to the 
limited genetic information available from the possible trace contributor, no conclusions regarding the possible trace 
contributor can be made. P.O. Wilson is included as a possible source of the minor contributor profile. The observed 
mixture profile is 98 times more likely if it originated from Michael Brown and P.O. Wilson than if it originated from 
Michael Brown and an unknown individual in the in the general unrelated population. 

The male DNA profile obtained from Q6 (back of Michael Brown's left hand, RBS), Q7 (palm of Michael Brown's 
right hand, RBS), and Q8 (back of Michael Brown's right hand, RBS) is consistent with the DNA profile of Michael 
Brown. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q9-1 (Michael Brown's left hand fingernail scrapings/clippings) are consistent 
with being a mixture of three or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major component profile 
consistent with Michael Brown and two or more trace contributors. Due to the limited genetic information available 
from the trace component of the mixture, no inciusionary statements will be made regarding the trace component. 
P.O. Wilson is excluded as a contributor to this mixture profile. 

The male DNA profile obtained from Q10-1 (Michael Brown's right hand fingernail scrapings/clippings, RBS) is 
consistent with the DNA profile of Michael Brown. 

Michael Brown is the source* of the DNA profile obtained from Q11 (apparent tissue or hardened nasal mucus from 
vehicle 108), the Q12 (driver rear passenger exterior door of Ferguson P.D. vehicle 108, RBS), Q13 (RBS from 
roadway in front of 2943 Canfield), and Q14 (RBS from roadway in front of 2943 Canfield). 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q15 (RBS on the upper left thigh of P.O. Wilson's uniform pants) are 
consistent with being a mixture of two or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major male 
component profile and a minor contributor consistent with P.O. Wilson. One additional allele indicates a possible 
trace contributor. Due to the limited genetic information available from the possible trace contributor, no conclusions 
regarding the possible trace contributor can be made. Michael Brown is the source* of the major male component 
profile detected from Q15. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q16 (top exterior left front door of vehicle 1 08) are consistent with being a 
mixture of three or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major mixture of two individuals with a trace 
contributor. Due to the limited genetic information available from the trace contributor, no conclusions regarding the 
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possible trace contributor can be made. Michael Brown and P.O. Wilson are included as contributors to this major 
mixture profile. The observed major mixture profile is 6.9 million times more likely if it originated from Michael Brown 
and P.O. Wilson than if it originated from P.O. Wilson and an unknown individual in the in the general unrelated 
population. 

The partial DNA profile obtained from Q17 (exterior left front door mirror of vehicle 108) is consistent with being a 
mixture of two or more individuals. Due to the limited genetic information available the presence or absence of P.O. 
Wilson and Michael Brown cannot be determined. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q1 8 (interior left front door handle of vehicle 1 08) are consistent with being a 
mixture of two or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major male contributor profile and one or 
more minor contributors. Michael Brown is the source* of the major male contributor profile. Due to the limited 
genetic information available from the minor component the presence or absence of P.O. Wilson cannot be 
determined. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q19 (P.O. Wilson's "SfG P229", RBS) are consistent with being a mixture of 
three or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major mixture of two individuals with a trace 
contributor. Due to the limited genetic information available from the trace contributor, no conclusions regarding the 
possible trace contributor can be made. Michael Brown and P.O. Wilson are included as contributors to this major 
mixture profile. The observed major mixture profile is 2.1 octillion times more likely if it originated from Michael 
Brown and P.O. Wilson than if it originated from P.O. Wilson and an unknown individual in the in the general 
unrelated population. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q20-1 (P.O. Wilson's uniform shirt - left side and collar) are consistent with 
being a mixture of three or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major mixture of two individuals 
with a trace component. Due to the limited genetic information available from the trace component, no conclusions 
regarding the possible trace contributor can be made. Michael Brown and P.O. Wilson are included as contributors 
to this major mixture profile. The observed major mixture profile is 2.1 trillion times more likely if it originated from 
Michael Brown and P.O. Wilson than if it originated from P.O. Wilson and an unknown individual in the in the 
general unrelated population. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q21 -1 (P.O. Wilson's uniform pants - left side) are consistent with being a 
mixture of three or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major mixture of two individuals with a trace 
component. Due to the limited genetic information available from the trace component, no conclusions regarding the 
possible trace contributor can be made. Michaei Brown and P.O. Wilson are included as contributors to this major 
mixture profile. The observed major mixture profile is 34 sextillion times more likely if it originated from Michael 
Brown and P.O. Wilson than if it originated from P.O. Wilson and an unknown individual in the in the general 
unrelated population. 

Conclusion based on the calculated frequency of the DNA profile being rarer than approximately 1 in 310 billion 
unrelated individuals (Caucasian, African American, Hispanic, and Asian population groups) which is approximately 
one thousand times the population of the United States. Identical siblings will share the same DNA profile. 

The DNA typing results obtained from K2 and Q12 will be transferred to CODIS (Combined DNA Index System) and 
searched against other DNA profiles on a regular basis. Should a match be generated, a notification will be sent. 



The remaining portion(s) of the above evidence and a portion of any remaining extracted DNA that may still exist are 
being preserved in the St. Louis County Police Crime Laboratory for any additional tests that may be requested in 
the future.

DNA EXAMINATION 

Amplification of extracted DNA from the above evidence was performed using the Polymerase Chain Reaction 
(PCR) and profiled at the following STR loci (locus abbreviations used in this report are noted in parenthesis): 
D3S1358 (D3), vWA, D16S539 (D16), CSF1PO (CSF), TPOX, D8S1179 (D8), D21S11 (D21), D18S51 (D18), 
D2S441, D19S43i (D19), TH01, FGA, D22S1045(D22), D5S818 (D5), D13S317 (D13), D7S820 (D7), SE33, 
D10S1248 (D10), D1S1656 (D1), D12S391 (D12), D2S1338, DYS391 (STR locus on the Y male chromosome), Y 
indel (a Y insertion/deletion locus), and the sex-determining marker, Amelogenin. 

RESULTS OF ANALYSIS AND CONCLUSION 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q22-1 ("Cardinals" baseball cap) are consistent with being a mixture of two or 
more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major component profile and one or more trace contributors. 
Due to the limited genetic information available from the trace component of the mixture, no inclusionary statements 
will be made regarding the trace component. The presence or absence of P.O. Wilson as a possible trace 
contributor cannot be determined. Michael Brown is the source* of the major male component profile detected from 
Q22-1. 

Michael Brown is the source* of the DNA profile obtained from Q23-1 (RBS on Left "Nike" sandal) and Q24-1 (RBS 
on Right "Nike" sandal). 
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No definitive DNA typing results were obtained from Q23-2 (Left "Nike" sandal) and Q24-2 (Right "Nike" sandal). 
Due to the limited genetic information obtained, no conclusions regarding these samples will be made. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q25-1 (black, yellow, and white rubber bracelet) are consistent with being a 
mixture of two or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major male component profile and one or 
more minor contributors. Due to the limited genetic information available from the minor component of the mixture, 
no inclusionary statements will be made regarding the minor component. Michael Brown and P.O. Wilson are 
excluded as contributors of the major male component profile, however, the presence or absence of Michael Brown 
and P.O. Wilson as possible minor contributors cannot be determined. 

The DNA typing results obtained from Q26-1 (dark brown beaded bracelet) are consistent with being a mixture of 
three or more individuals. This profile can be separated into a major male component profile and two or more minor 
contributors. Due to the limited genetic information available from the minor component of the mixture, no 
inclusionary statements will be made regarding the minor component. Michael Brown and P.O. Wilson are excluded 
as contributors of the major male component profile, however, the presence or absence of Michael Brown and P.O. 
Wilson as possible minor contributors cannot be determined. 



'Conclusion based on the calculated frequency of the DNA profile being rarer than approximately 1 in 310 billion 
unrelated individuals (Caucasian, African American, Hispanic, and Asian population groups) which is approximately 
one thousand times the population of the United States. Identical siblings will share the same DNA profile. 

No DNA profile will be transferred to CODIS (Combined DNA Index System). 

PRESERVATION OF SAMPLES 

The remaining portion(s) of the above evidence and a portion of any remaining extracted DNA that may still exist are 
being preserved in the St. Louis County Police Crime Laboratory for any additional tests that may be requested in 
the future.

No, his friend was.. well at first when he backed the car up. ..he was 
standin' there wit 'em for about a second. As soon as he got him. .saw 
him get mad, he took off. He just ran. 

Ok. 

Like when he saw him go into the window, seemed like he just ran. 

And you also had said. ..when you were describing um..once he went up 
to the car. ..excuse me the SUV...One-once when the I'm even more clear 
when you saw the big guy go up to the SUV.. .um.. the, the agents had 
asked you "Was he in the window or parts of hi-his body's inside the 
window?" and you said, "Yeah, like his head and shoulders were.". Um, 
and then they asked "Were his arms in the window as well?" and you 
said "Yeah. His arms were basically you know. ..sit steady reaching his 
whole top half in the window then coming back out like they were 
fighting kind of.". 

Yeah, that's what it looked like. 

Ok. And I think you had said that.. that the big guy, Michael Brown his, 
his body kinda blocked your view into the vehicle? 

Yeah, I couldn't see what was goin' on in there. Just saw them 
backin'. .that's what made a lot of people come outside. Just. .look 
like..you know you don't see people. ..scuffling with a officer. 

Ok. 

So, yeah. 

Yeah, and you saw Michael Brown's um..you said his whole top half in 
the window? 

Yeah, just about. 

Ok. And were you able to see what his arms were doing? 
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No. 

And that was because his body was blocking? 
Yeah. 

And were you able to see what the police officer was doing? 
No. 

And again, that's cuz Michael Brown's body was blocking? 
Yes. 

Ok. (Pages Shuffling) Ok, and then, I think you had said it went on for 
about fifteen seconds, this back and forth, is that right? 

Yeah. 

And then, you heard the shot go off? 
Yeah, it was the first shot. 

Ok. And then. ..you still. .you told the a. .you told the FBI agent that he 
came out the window and was like. .you know. ..and so it's one of those 
things that I wanted to ask you, cuz. ..we can't tell what that means 
when we're listening to it. So can you describe a little bit more? 

When he backed out of the window? 

Yeah, oh so you heard the shot? 

Yes. 

And then what happened? 

He like backed outta the window real slow, and it's like he started 
lookin' at hisself. Just lookin' down at his body like, you know.. 

Like and you're, just cuz the recorders picking it up, you look like, like? 

Yeah, I'm sorry. 

No, that's totally fine. That's fine, that why we're all here too. Like he 
was almost like checking himself out? 

Yeah, it looked like he was.. like lookin' at hisself to make sure he wasn't 
bleedin' or injured or whatever. 
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Ok. We're you able to see from where you were... 
No. 

..any blood or anything? 

I was, that's what I was looking for, nope, seein' if L.Cuz he had on a 
white shirt, I was tryin' to see if I saw some type of stains or something, 
but I couldn't see any. 

Ok, and then what happened? 

It's like he started to com, well when he first came out the window, it 
looked like a gun fell. That's why everybody in the complex was like "He 
had a gun", stuff like that. 

Ok, you said, "It looked like a gun fell". Now I, again, I know you just 
described everything with your..with your vision. .are you sure that you 
saw a gun fell out, or do you think you did? 

No, I'm not positive. 

Ok. 

It's just what it sounded like, and kinda look it was just like a black metal 
something just. .(noise)... 

Ok. 

...then fall. 

And so you talk about how all these people kinda came out and were 
talking about things. Is that right? 

Yes. 

How quickly did all the people come out and start talking about things? 

I say.. as soon as that first shot was fired, everybody in the 
apartments.. .right in front of where it was happening, they kinda came 
out and was standing on their balconies. By the time all the rest of those 
shots rang out, everybody had came outside, and then were just 
standin' on the sidewalks. Everybody was just standin' on the sidewalks, 
cuz.. somebody.. I'm not sure if it was. .somebody with dreads was just 
runnin' around the complex sayin' "They shot him. He didn't do nothin' 
to him. They shot my friend.". So everybody was outside, he was 
knockin' on doors and everything. 
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This person with dreads? 
Yeah. 

Which is different than the skinny friend that we're talking about right? 

Yeah, I don't remem..l don't know if it was him. 

Ok. 

I just know it was some guy with dreads. 

Urn, and you said he was running around. ..what, what do you mean, like 
lit, physically like going door to door? 

No, not door to door. It must have been somebody he knew in there. He 
was just runnin' around the complex like "They shot him, they shot my 
boy, he didn't even do nothin' to him." And then he was, he went 
knocking on somebody door, must have been his family or something. 
But, as I was walkin' into my building, I saw everybody from all the 
buildings comin' outside. 

And people were just talking about what happened? 
Yeah. 

And were they..were they talking about what they had seen? 

Yeah, it was some people talking about what they had saw, cuz urn, like 
I said the officer's van. .was almost in the middle of the street.. so. .all 
those cars were just stopped right behind me. And I was at the tree, I 
look over to the side, it's a line of cars right here. So, it was a lot of 
people that, you know, was sittin' there and watched this happen. So it, 
most of the people just got their cars and left 'em there on the sidewalk, 
I mean you know on the side of the street, and it just formed this big 
crowd around him. And then, they put up the tape like probably fifteen, 
no it wadn't da, no it was probably like. .seven minutes at the most later, 
after he got shot they put up the tape. 

Ok. Let's back up though. Um, so after my, after the big guy, Michael 
Brown, um was kinda checkin' himself out to see if he had any injury, 
um, what did he, what did he do? 

He like uh stalled for a minute and as the officer was gettin' out the car, 
he turnt around. It, it looked like he attempted to run, but he ain't get 
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anything but like ten, twelve steps before he stopped and turned 
around. 

Ok. And when he stopped and turned around, um, what happened? 

That's when I heard all the gunshots. 

Ok. 

And officer was standing there with his gun pointed at him, and I just 
heard all the gunshots. 

Ok. So one of the things that you had told um, the FBI agents, uh, uh, 
back, back on August 16 th was that you were focused on Michael Brown. 
You looked at him and not the officer. 

Yeah. 

Ok. So, so it's fair to say that you were really looking at wh-what 
Michael Brown was doing at that moment? 

Yeah. 

And he was, he had, he, Michael Brown had gone, um further away 
from where you were at this point? 

Yes. 

Ok. So at that point.. um.. how clear were things? Cuz I know you said 
you had... 

Yeah, vision problems. 
..your vision problems, right? 
Yeah. 

So you were able to see that there was a figure there, correct? 

Yes. (laughs) 

(laughs) And he.. 

It's not that, (laughs) that bad. 

I know you, I know. But you able ta..l mean you knew there was a 
person there. 

Yeah. 
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Right? Ok. Um, and, and then he, and then he urn.. 

He paused after he um..how do I say.. it wasn't really a run, cuz he didn't 
get far. Well after he stopped, he turned around, and he put his hands 
about shoulder length. It wasn't in the air like everybody doin'. He was 
about like this. 

Ok. 

It's like.. 

And so I just wanna. ..for the tape now. .you're. .you. .you have your arms 
kinda close to your body, is that right? 

Yeah. They were about shoulder length, you know when somebody's 
scared, like they're backin' away from something like "Whoa." No 
hands spread kinda backwards. 

Well you say like someone's scared, so this is and, and you had said that 
before in your statement that Michael Brown appeared to be scared. 
And that's what I want to ask you now again. He's further away from 
you than before, is that right? 

Yes. 

Ok and um.. 

Actually I was closer by that point. I had walked down to the mailbox. 

Ok.. you. .so when. .so when did you, so you walked to whole time, as this 
was happening? 

No, at um when I heard that first shot, that's when I stood behind the 
tree. 

Ok. 

After that, I started cuttin' across like the, it's a grass field. Started 
cuttin' across this back grass field behind the mailbox structure. 

Ok, so just that I'm clear, because this all happened really fast, 
um..when it first, when, when the, when Michael Brown first went up to 
the car, did you continue walking or that's when, that's when you 
stopped to watch? 

Yeah. 
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You stopped to watch? 
Yes. 

Ok. And then, you heard the shot, and that's when you went. .by the 
tree? 

Yeah. I was already right there so I just kinda scooted over into the 
grass. 

Ok, and then when Michael Brown started moving away from the car, 
did you stay by the tree? 

When he started runnin' I did, but then I started walkin' that's when I 
heard the shots, that's when I kinda. ..after everything happened, like 
the people came outside, I kinda just ran (laughs) in the house. 

Ok. So I'm talkin' about before this, before that second set of shots that 
you described. Urn, just when Michael Brown was running away, and 
when he turned around, you said, he looked scared, that's why I just 
wanna know based upon urn what you were able to see. You know, I 
know it's easy to assume, and I'm sure you felt a little bit scared, right? 
When you heard gunshot, right? 

Yeah. 

Yeah. Urn, but I. .just based on what you were able to see.. .you said that 
he was scared. What, what made you say that? Other than just the very 
fact that there was gunshots. 

I say his posture. Cuz he was a big dude, and he was kinda hunched 
forward like he was in, with his hands up, like he was in give up, you 
know "I'm givin' up" stage. 

Ok. So you, and so you say he was hunched over? 

Yeah. 

How was he hunched over? Can you show me? 

Like urn, you know somebody's like, scrunching forward.. 

Ok. 

..like they're afraid of something? It's his, it was just his body posture. 
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Ok, so you said scrunching forward. Um, were you able to see his face at 
this point? I mean I know... 

No, that's what I was gonna say, I couldn't see facial expressions.. 
Ok. 

...but as far as his body posture and how he was standing, he'd looked 
like he was afraid. 

Ok, and when you are talking about his hands um, and you have, you 
had your hands kind of like close to your body up in front of you, is that 
right? 

Yes. 

Um, were you able to actually see the position of his palms and anything 
about his hands or. 

You mean like, how his fingers were? 

Yeah, were you able to see that? 

No. The shape of his hands like this were... 

Yeah, like were you. Like and I just wanted to, just so I can gauge you 
um, how well you were able to see like. .what.. were you able to actually 
see whether his palms were faced ou... facing out. ..or whether they were 
facing towards you.. 

Yeah. I could tell they were facing out, just the colors, (laughs) 
Ok, you're, you can see the difference in the colors? 
Yeah, (laughs) 

Ok. I, I, I'm just, I don't mean, I know you're laughing and I don't wanna, 
I don't wanna be silly about it. I just I, I remember from myself I didn't 
wear glasses how difficult it was so. Ah were you able to see um, 
anything about his hands? Is there anything on them, or are they empty 
or, or, or um.. what.. did you notice anything... 

No, I didn't notice anything. 

Ok. And then, and then what do you remember happening? 
Um, after he got shot? 
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Yes. 



He just.. 

Well no, let's back up. We're at, we have the hands up part.. .where 
you're describing him turned around and hunched over. What 
happened next? 

Um, that's when I heard all the gunshots, and I'm just standing there 
looking at him and the officer, you know.. and. .it was about, I'm 
estimating like, it was probably about six shots that I heard with him just 
standin' there. After that whole thing. And then, I just ran towards the 
house. 

Ok. 

I mean, I saw him, him fall, he fell forward, he was laying there. The 
officer was walkin' around him with his gun still pointed at him. And 
then um that's when everybody formed this big crowd and they taped 
everything off. 

Ok. When Michael Brown was running, running away from the police 
officer, the police officer was not firing any shots, is that right? 

No, um, I'm not sure. 

Ok. But.. 

I didn't hear any.. 

Well, that's what I'm asking you. Based on what you heard... 
Yeah. 

...you. .he. .and you were out there. 

No, not while he was running, I didn't hear any shots. 

Ok, you only heard shots after he was facing the officer. Is that right? 

Yes. 

In addition to that first shot that you heard? 
Yes. 

Ok. Um, and then you said um in your statement to um the FBI agents 
back, back on August 16 th .. that Michael Brown had backed up? 
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Yeah. 



Can you describe that? 
You mean after he stopped? 
Yeah. 

He took about two or three steps back, not really far. Just like, just little 
short steps. 

Like walking backward? 
Yeah. 

Like away from the officer? 

Yeah. Like.. 

Ok. 

..you know, just kinda almost like tip-toeing, just little really small steps. 

Ok. And this was and you were able to see all this? 

Yeah. 

Ok. Urn and is that where, where urn Michael Brown fell when he was 
shot? Right where, after he had backed up? 

Yeah. 

And you remember that? 

Yeah. 

Ok. 

You mentioned that he was leaning forward kind of at that time, he was 
kind of scrunched up, leaning forward. Did he, did you see come 
forward at all? At anytime? 

No. 

Ok. 

I didn't. .no, I didn't see him come forward at all. He was look like he 
was just tryin' to get away. 
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Alright, and uh..you mentioned when you were talking about his, his 
arms and how he was kind of scrunched up. I think you started to say 
earlier that they weren't all the way up in the air like some people were 
saying. 

No, they were about his shoulder height. 

Ok. And close to his body? 

Yes. 

Alright. And you kinda described that. Urn. .you. .a, that, you said that he 
didn't have them all the way up in the air like people were saying, is that 
what people were saying at the time, or what you've seen on TV, or 
what, what people are you talking about? 

That's how people walk down the street. How everybody was sayin' like 
soon as he got shot, people was puttin' their hands up, like "Why you 
shoot him, if he had his hands up." 

Can you, and you said people were putting their hands up, can you 
show us what they were doing? 

Like.. 

And you have you hands like well, you have your hands straight up? 
Yeah, straight up. 
And I.. 

And he didn't have his hands like that.. 
No. 

That's what you're saying? Ok. I just want to make it clear. 

And were, were there people in the area who were, who were saying 
like that's exactly, like his hands were straight up, that's what 
happened? In all the chatter that was going on? 

No, they was just like "Don't shoot me". People was you know testing 
the police cuz it was a lot a people out there so everybody like you, "Are 
you gonna, are you gonna shoot me too?". ..things like that. 

Oh like I have my hands up, are you going to shoot me too, that kind of 
thing? 
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Yes. 



What other sorts of things were people saying.. um right when they 
were coming out? 

Um, most people were just asking what happened. Uh.. a lot people 
were sayin' different stuff, and it was like, they was just runnin' around 
"They killed my friend for no reason." "That's my brother." "That's my 
cousin.". ..all this, you know, and uh..yeah people was just runnin' 
around askin' what happened, and just recording, taking pictures of his 
body laying out there. 

So when some people are asking what happened were there people 
were telling them what happened? 

Yeah. .uh.. the, the guy that was out there that was runnin' 

around. .tellin' everybody he got shot, he was tellin' like, most people 

was goin' to him. 

And what was he telling everybody? 

Uh..he wasn't sayin' any details or anything, he was just like "Yeah, they 
shot him uh..l was standin' out there, I saw him shoot him for no 
reason. He didn't do anything." And things like that. 

What does that guy look like do you know? 

Not facial. 

Um. 

He was.. 

You think he, you, did you say earlier you, you think he could be the 
same guy as, as the skinny guy with dreads that was with the big guy? 

That.. 

Or you just don't know. 

No. I don't.. cuz I don't remember which color shirt he even had on. So I 
just know his dreads were, they're dreads were close in length. But I 
don't, I don't even remember what he was wearin' so. 

Ok. Is there anything else about that guy that you remember? Does he, 
do you know that, does, was he driving a car at all? 
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No, he wasn't driving a car. He was just runnin' around and pants was 
saggin'.J know that cuz I just remember he had on, some red 
boxers. .(laughs), that's what I remember. 

(Laughter) 

Ok (many laugh). .that's a good way, that'll stick out whether you have 
your contacts in or not, right? 

Right. 

Urn. .what I, what else.. do you remember anything specific about it, 
what he was saying? Like anything about did, did he say he had his 
hands up or anything like that? 

Yeah. 

That's it, yeah.. 
Yes. 

So can you tell me what kind of stuff he was saying? 

Uh, that's what he was sayin' when everybody was standin' out there. 
That's why a lot of people was like "You gonna shoot me too?". He's like 
"Urn, yeah my boy didn't even do nothin'. We was out here, and 
uh..they shot him, like he straight didn't even do nothin', he had his 
hands up, he was tryin' to surrender, and they straight shot him." 

Ok. 

And that was gettin' a lot of people riled up. Cuz he was just out there 
yellin'. 

Yeah. 

And then so.. 

Urn, were there any other people that were, that were talkin' about 
what happened? 

No, not from what I saw. 

Urn, and so when you said I, I, I think I cut you off earlier.. .after uh 
Michael Brown went to the ground you were, you were. ..you cut across 
the grass and, and, where'd you go? 
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Uh, I cut across the grass right behind the mailboxes and then cut across 
the parking lot right to my apartment. It's the, it's the 
so I always take that way. 

Did Um, did you just go inside? Or did you stay out there and talk? 

I went inside for.xuz I had just went 

I went in there, tried to put in a 
movie, but, it was so many people outside (laughs), you know I kept 
lookin' out the window or steppin' out, seein' what was going on for like 
almost that whole day. And I was there by myself.. 

Yeah. 

...and I had never seen anybody get shot, killed, nothin' like that in real 
life. 

Yeah. Um, did you talk to anybo, to anybody about what happened? 

I talked to my neighbor upstairs and my neighbor next door, cuz he 
came home and asked what happened. 

And they weren't there for it. 

She. .was there, she was in her house, she had a. 

What's her name? 

I don't know her name. I don't know... her that well. 
Ok. 

Um, she's in apartment right up-upstairs from me though. She was out 
there. .um when people started gatherin' in the crowd, and she was 
standin' on her balcony upstairs from me. And she asked me what 
happened. She asked me if I saw anything and I talked to her. And then 
um my neighbor.. is real, real cool. I talked to him. And that was. ..it. 
my boyfriend, sorry (laughs). 

Oh ok, is a your boyfriend? 

Yeah. 

That's probably normal, huh? 
Yeah. 
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So, uh, about how long do you think you were out there after, after 
uh..the big guy was shot and fell? About how much longer after that do 
you think you were outside before you went to your place? 

I was goin' like intervals, like I come in and look at part of a movie. Then 
it'll get louder, and I'll go outside like "What's goin' on out there?". And 
I'd just walk around like, in front of my house then go back in. Was doin' 
that for awhile. Cuz they was out there til like eleven, probably after 
midnight. All night, just playin' music and bein' loud and. .so like the 
whole day I was just like in and out the house, just random times. 

From the fr..from the time he fell there in the street... 

Yeah. 

...uh how long do you think you were out there before you went into 
your house the first time? 

When he fell? Probably nothin' but couple seconds. .uh.. yeah after that, 
I just walked past. Cuz it was a lot of a people close to where I live, I just 
walked past them went into the house and came back out. I kinda ran in 
the house after that, so it wasn't long I was out there. 

You said several times uh on August 16 th when you talked to the agents, 
that you described urn. .after you talked about the big guy going to the 
uh. .window of the police car and them fighting. What was it that you 
saw that you described as fighting? I mean, wh-what did you see that 
made you think they were fighting? 

It'll be probably how aggressively he was moving his arms. Like his body 
was jerking. How he was moving his arms in and out of the car. 

You're talkin' about the big guy? 

Yes. 

Ok. 

So. .that's what it look like fighting because it wasn't clear if he 
was..defendin' something, if he was doin' something..you just saw how 
aggressively he was movin' his arms. 

Alright. In and out of the.. 

Yeah. 

...of the window of the car? 
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Yeah. 



: Of the police car. 

In and out of the window. 
: Ok. 

Could you give us a minute? Do you mind if we leave you for a minute? 

Yeah. 

You can stay here. Do you mind? 

That's fine. 

Ok. 

SA Do you mind if I leave the recorder on? 

Sure. 

We'll be back in just a minute. 
SA You're not gonna talk to this recorder? (laughs)

No. By that time, well yeah he was still cl. .farther away, yeah. 

Cuz you stayed and went.. .once that first shot rang out you stayed by 
the tree, until the whole thing was over, right? 

Yeah?

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Which way was the vehicle facing? 

Facing towards West Florissant. 

Ok. And where's your apartment.. .building? 

My apartment is right here. 

Mmhm. 

That's where I cut, always cut across that grass. 
Ok. 

Ok. So, so back on um..back when you spoke to uh the FBI on the 

16 th , and they talked about, asked you about um..how far Michael 
Brown went and then when he, he um..when he turned around, and 
you heard those shots. You said "He turned around and then I heard the 
rest of the shots". You said "I told you I can't see that far, but I just 
heard the rest of the shots. He stood there for a minute and he fell 
down.". 

Mmhm. 

Is that right? 

Yes. 

Ok. And so urn. ..so I you know again..!, I totally get that with the whole 
lack of contacts thing, and so that's why I just wanna, to totally be fair to 
you.xuz I get that you weren't wearing contact, so can you just urn 
show me again. ..how, what you remember, how you saw Michael 
Brown's arms and hands? 

Uh, about shoulder.. .between shoulder and ear length. 
Ok, can you just show me.. again? 
Oh, yeah. About like this. 

Ok so, ok so I just wanna. ..narrate for the tape and you tell me if it's. .if 
it's correct. You have your arms um, you have your arms bent to your 
elbows.

And then, he just, as soon as we got outside, he just "I hate them 
mf-mf'ers..l can't wait til his trial over so I can up here with my gun 
locked and loaded and.." and this was like.. .couple days afterwards. I 
mean, I hear people talkin' about the stuff they stole, someone say "we 
need to do this again". Uh, some man across the street like right across 
the street from my complex, he was on the phone tellin' somebody it 
was a block party, and it was gonna be goin' all week.

I heard a lot of things like that. People wasn't even really talkin' about 
the shootin' as much as they was talkin' about what they were gonna 
do, to other people. 

Could you tell me what you were jus-just sayin' about the Ferguson 
Market, that you in there, with the guy you said that. .he was, he was 
drunk, and they wanted him to leave.

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION 
The body is that of a previously autopsied and embalmed, well-developed, well- 
nourished Black male appearing the stated age of 18 years, measuring 77 inches in 
height and weighing approximately 285 pounds. The previous thoraco-abdominal and 
intermastoid autopsy incisions are sutured closed. Examination of the clothing he was 
wearing when shot, at St. Louis Police headquarters, shows small dried blood drops on 
his khaki shorts and yellow socks most consistent with drops from the hand wound. 

GUNSHOT WOUNDS 

There are seven bullet tracks in the body and an additional track in the right 
upper chest that is most consistent with being a re-entrance bullet wound continuation 
of the facial wound. 

The first wound was in the right hand and occurred at the patrol car as 
confirmed by skin tissue found on the car. It was the only close wound. The bullet 
entered the palm of the right hand at the base of the thumb and proceeded tangentially 
through skin and soft tissues for a distance of two inches exiting near to the wrist. 
Police photographs taken before the first autopsy show black soot on skin and the 
microscopic sections show gunshot particulate matter under the skin that indicate that 
the gun was within inches of the hand when discharged. The other gunshot wounds 
show no such discharge residues. 



There are three wounds of the right upper and lower arm: 

- An entrance perforation through the back of the right forearm about seven 
inches from the elbow that proceeds horizontally through the ulna bone and 
exits through the front of the forearm; 

- A tangential superficial laceration of the upper arm near to the elbow through 
the skin and soft tissues in the biceps area that produces insufficient 
characteristics to determine whether it came from the front or from the back; 

- An entrance perforation through the front of the upper arm near to the chest 
that proceeds through soft tissues and exits the back of the arm. 

There are three gunshot tracks in the head, face and chest with three bullets 
recovered at the first autopsy: 

- One bullet struck the very top of Mr. Brown's head just to the right of the 
midline and proceeded downward and to the right through the brain and 
skull bones and was recovered from the soft tissues on the right side of the 
face; 

- Another bullet struck the forehead just to the right of the midline and 
proceeded downward and to the right lacerating the skin of the eyebrow, 
perforating the right eye and exiting through the skin of the right lower jaw. 
There is a re-entrance perforation through the adjacent skin of the upper 
chest and a track through the clavicle and lung that continues to the right 
posterior third rib where the bullet was recovered; 



- A third bullet entered the right side of the chest 1-1/2 inches lower than the 
upper chest clavicle re-entrance perforation and also continued downward 
and to the right fracturing the eight rib from where it was recovered. 

Given Mr. Brown's height, his head had to be bent downward with his face near 
parallel to the ground and the top of his head facing the shooter when the gun was 
discharged to produce the head and face tracks. In that bent over position the three 
bullets would have had to have travelled approximately parallel to the ground to 
produce the head, forehead and chest perforations only inches apart and then continue 
in similar trajectories downward and to the right. The exit perforation of the facial 
wound at the right lower jaw then lines up with the re-entrance wound through the 
clavicle. 

Mr. Brown would have lost consciousness immediately from the head wound 
and his face would have been unprotected when he collapsed to the roadway. This 
would be the most likely cause for the fresh abrasions over the boney prominences on 
the right side of his forehead and cheek as they appear in the police photographs taken 
before the first autopsy. 



INTERNAL EXAMINATION 
The dissected organs are present in the thoraco-abdominal cavity and are not 
embalmed. 

Lungs: There are lacerations of the right lung with surrounding parenchymal 
hemorrhage. 

Neck organs: Unremarkable. There is no injury to the skin of the neck, to the 
soft tissues of the neck, nor to the larynx or hyoid bone. 
Brain shows lacerations. 

Heart, liver, kidneys, spleen and other organs are unremarkable. 
Extremities: There are no injuries to the backs of the hands or fingers. 

TOXICOLOGY 

Toxicologic examination of blood shows evidence of recent marijuana use and 
the presence of no other drugs of abuse. 

HISTOLOGY 

Examination of microscopic slides at the Medical Examiner's Office show the 
presence of gunshot material in skin from the right hand wound that is evidence that 
the gun was within inches of the palm of the hand at the moment of discharge. 

Examination of the material removed from the outside of the patrol car shows it 
to be a fragment of human skin. 



ANATOMIC DIAGNOSES 



There are seven bullet tracks that enter: 



1. Palm of right hand, tangential. Close discharge. 

2. Back of right forearm through ulna bone, exits in front. 

3. Right upper arm, near to elbow, tangential, through skin and 
soft tissues. Direction indeterminate. 



4. Front of right upper arm, near to chest, exits back of arm. 

5. Top of head, right of midline, proceeds downward and to the 
right, through brain, bullet recovered from soft tissues right side of face. 

6. Forehead, right of midline, proceeds downward and to the 
right, through the eye and facial bones and exits right lower jaw; it re- 
enters the right upper chest through the clavicle and is recovered from 
near the third posterior rib. 

7. Right side of chest, proceeds downward and to the right 
through soft tissues and fractures the eighth rib from where it was 
recovered.
